Anti-globalization 
awareness session 
comes to U of A

ne World Bank and the Interna- 
I tional Monetary Fund may have 
cancelled major meetings when 
other international considerations 
became more pressing after Septem- 
ber 11, but the World Trade 
Organization hasn't 
altered its course. 
The WTO's fourth 
Ministerial Confer- 
ence—the next Seattle—is 
scheduled for November 9 to 13 in 
Doha, the capital of Oatar, a tiny 
Middle East enclave chosen for the 
gathering because its remoteness and 
ultra-tight border will keep pesky pro- 
testers away. 

Because of security concerns and 
the ongoing military action in nearby 
Afghanistan, there's a small chance 
the WTO will move the conference to 
Singapore at the last minute or hold 
smaller, closed-door decision-making 
sessions instead of an omnibus forum 
of trade delegations from 142 mem- 
ber nations. But so far, despite the 
bombs falling and missiles flying, the 
WTO is determined to proceed as 
planned. Likewise, activists world- 
wide intend to continue their anti- 
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Caravan questions Qatar 


WTO efforts. The possibility of back- 
lashes against anti-globalization mes- 
sages in this era of conformity be 
damned, as they press on. 

“We're in this for the long һаш,” 
says Anna Dashtgard, the Edmonton- 
born, Toronto-based organizer of a 
coalition called the Common Front 
on the World Trade Organization. 
The CFWTO is a collection of more 
than 60 national and regional groups 
(including the Canadian Labour 
Congress, the Canadian Federation 

of Students and the Sierra 

Club of Canada) who 

are alarmed by the 

federal govern- 

ment's complicity 

with the WTO and the 

international trade body's insistence 

on moving ahead with a new round 

of negotiations after it failed to 

achieve consensus in Seattle two 

years ago. “As long as they're going 

ahead with their agenda, we'll keep 

putting pressure on them,” continues 

Dashtgard. “They're not stopping. 
Neither is the movement.” 


Come join the caravan 


To that end, the CFWTO has organ- 
ized a pair of awareness-raising cara- 
vans, one heading east from Victoria, 
the other going west from St. John's, 
which will converge in Ottawa on 
November 9 for an international day 
of action. The western caravan, a van 
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with seven people, will roll into 
Edmonton on Sunday, October 28 
for a reception that night from 4 to 7 
p.m. at the University of Alberta's 
International Centre in HUB Mall 
and an event the next morning at 
NorQuest College before departing 
for Saskatoon. On board will be peo- 
ple like Tony Clarke of the Council 
of Canadians, a CFWTO co-chair, 
and Namby Mandinga, a Colombian 
activist and member of that coun- 
try's National Co-ordination Team of 
the Process of Black Communities. 
“We want to raise public opposition 
to a new round going ahead at the 
WTO,” explains Dashtgard. “We want 
to build a new national consensus 
about what fair trade should look like at 
the WTO.” In the wake of 9/11, she 
says, people need more than ever to 
undertake serious discussions about 
how a better world should be struc- 
tured—about how trade policies are a 
major cause of global insecurity. “For 
the public, it may be hard to ask some 
of these guestions right now,” acknowl- 
edges Dashtgard. “But we're trying to 
lay the groundwork now so the public 
will have something to stand on 
months down the road. A year from 
now, when all this hysteria subsides, 
people are going to start to be very con- 
cerned. I need my healthcare and edu- 
cation, they'll say.

Up to 3,000 Yogic Flyers, trained 
in the advanced TM-Sidhi method 
of meditation known as Yogic Fly- 
ing, have already gathered at two of 
the Maharishi's campuses in central 
India. Up to 6,000 more are current- 
ly being called into action, with an 
eventual goal of assembling a 
squadron of 40,000.

At a recent Washington, D.C. press 
conference, the Maharishi made a 
rare public appearance, requesting 
funds to carry out his peace plan.

credulity—the Maharishi's support- 
ers say spirituality has nothing to do 
with it. Leaders of the global Tran- 
scendental Meditation (or TM) 
movement insist that the laws of 
physics offer definitive proof that 
their 40,000-meditator assembly will 
bring perpetual peace and harmony 
throughout the planet. Says Neil 
Paterson, leader of the Maharishi- 
inspired Natural Law Party of Cana- 
da, "This isn't a religious or spiritual 
effort. This is science." 

"The 40,000 
Yogic Flyers would 
act like a giant 
radio transmitter" radi- 
ating positivity worldwide, explains 
physicist John Hagelin, last year's 
presidential candidate for the Natur- 
al Law Party of America. "The 
physics of it are identical." 

That's the simplest explanation 
for what TM-ers call "the technolo- 
gies of consciousness." The Yogic Fly- 
ers' claim to scientific status reaches 
into the deepest conundrums of the- 
oretical physics: the Unified Field 
Theory, more commonly known as 
the Theory of Everything, or TOE. 
TOE is an attempt to explain all 
forces in the universe—gravitational, 
electromagnetic and atomic—in a 
single equation.expressing the “Uni- 
fied Field" from which they all 
emerge. Albert Einstein worked on 


TOE for the last 30 years of his life; ` 


Stephen Hawking is one of many to 
have picked up the pieces today. 
Despite the legions of eggheads 


working the problem, the definitive і 


TOE remains а mystery. 

But never mind. TM leaders say 
the Unified Field exists at the level of 
human consciousness and that Yogic 
Flying allows them to access it. And 
the figure of 40,000 meditators was- 
п'є pulled from а hat; it's the result of 
a specific mathematical equation. 
The formula is as follows: a gathering 
of Yogic Flyers, equal to the square 
root of one per cent of the world's 
population, can reduce violence and 
conflict around the world. Given the 
current global population of six bil- 
lion, the formula calls for 8,000 Yogic 
Flyers. “With 8,000 we can have an 
impact, but it won't be enough to 
deal with suicidal terrorists,” said 
Hagelin, who teaches at the Mahar- 
ishi University of Management in 
Fairfield, Iowa. “We've multiplied the 
minimum number by five to arrive at 
40,000. It's a safety factor.” 


Fuzzy thinking? 


But сап а giant warm-fuzzy genera- 
tor stop people from killing each 
other? Yes, provided you understand 
another branch of physics: super- 
conductor theory. Іп а superconduc- 
tor, which is a metal cooled to 
extremely low temperatures, all 
atoms function collectively and— 
surprisingly—remain impervious to 
external magnetic fields. The Yogic 
Flyers would unify and harmonize 


it? If everyone would just take an 
ingot of aluminum, freeze it to with- 
in 10 degrees of absolute zero and 
expose it to an electromagnetic cur- 
rent, then we'd all know how to put 
an eternal end to human bloodlust. 


TOE jam 


“It seems to me that they're mixing 
metaphors,” says Peter Watson, a 
physicist at Carleton University in 
Ottawa and an expert on pseudo-sci- 
ence. “They're using things like TOE 
and superconductors as analogies 
for human consciousness. I've met 
John Hagelin. He's an extremely tal- 
ented mathematician and clever 
physicist who has taken a perfectly 
good scientific theory and, unfortu- 
nately, applied ìt to a realm where it 
doesn't make any sense.” 

Hagelin points out that Yogic Fly- 
ing peace technology has been scien- 
tifically proven. On many occasions, 
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the Maharishi's supporters have gath- 
ered thousands of meditators in a sin- 
gle place, then attempted to measure 
the decline of global conflict. Those 
kinds of measurements are hard to 
come by—they sometimes measure it 
by comparing newspaper reports of 
global violence and bloodshed on dif- 
ferent days of the week—but some of 
their research has been published in 
reputable academic journals. 


Carpe TM 


Many remain skeptical. "There are 
no studies—other than the ones 
they've done themselves—to support 
their claim," says Mike Kropveld of 
Info-Cult, a Montreal-based resource 
centre. “Тһе fact is that the TM 
movement has been around for 40 
years, yet conflicts and wars contin- 
ue. But facts usually do not stand in 
the way of strongly-held beliefs." 
Kropveld also points out that the 


Maharishi has never been short of 
funds. Recent reports have estimated 
the worth of the global TM move- 
ment at $3.5 billion (U.S.). 

"In times of great stress," adds 
Kropveld, “people seek magical solu- 
tions that will fix everything. And 
there's always someone around 
who'll offer them one." 

But for Hagelin, Paterson and 
all the Maharishi's devotees, there's 
no hocus pocus involved, Every 
time a war breaks out, they gather 
as many Yogic Flyers as they can to 
crank up the global harmony quo- 
tient. Hagelin is feeling, for lack of 
a better word, war-weary. "We keep 
assembling, disassembling and 
reassembling these groups every 
time," he says. “1 wish we had the 
necessary funds to keep it up, but 
we don't. We need to create this 
group of 40,000 so that we won't 
have to worry about violence ever 
again." @

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Revenge of the nerds 


In that horrible week after 9/11, it 
seemed that half of the “human 
angle” stories (as if there were any 
other kind) in the media had to do 
with the seemingly universal feeling 
among people who spent that day, 
and often several others afterwards, 
glued to their TV sets feeling helpless. | 
too shared that overwhelming feeling: 
the need to do something, anything, 
no matter how trivial, from giving 
blood to picking up debris to, among 
some barely human members of socie- 
ty, taking anger out on innocent peo- 
ple of Middle Eastern descent. 

That desire to light a candle in the 
face of inexorable darkness was so 
universal, it was even felt by one of 
the most marginalized and cynical 
segments of society: hackers. 

Within minutes of the attack, 
hacker-oriented computer message 
boards like Attrition.org and AntiOn- 
line.com became bee's nests of resent- 
ment—the status guo, really, except 
this rancor, usually reserved for 
authority in general and nerd-tor- 
menting school bullies in particular, 
was now sguarely focussed on Arabs 
and/or Muslims in general, and 
Osama bin Laden in particular. 

Alarmed at the plans being 
devised on the forums they regularly 
monitor, the ҒВІ/5 National Infrastruc- 
ture Protection Center issued a press 
release warning potential cyber-vigi- 
lantes to cease and desist, threatening 
five-year sentences to anyone proven 
guilty of so much as defacing a web 
page in the name of September 11. 
Unfortunately choosing to use the 
term “collateral damage,” which reeks 
of Big Brother-style disinformation in 
hacker circles, they intimated so-called 
"hacktivists" (who, in North America, 
usually restrict their targets to kiddie 
porn and perceived enemies to free- 
dom of speech) didn't know the 
potential dangers of wading into the 
international arena. 

The FBI, for once, was right. Out- 
side relatively conflict-free (until 
recently) Western culture, the Internet 
is often a very dangerous place. Many 
American authorities were first alerted 
to the potential dangers of cyberwar 
after the U.S. Air Force accidentally 
(they claim) bombed the Chinese 
embassy in Belgrade in December 


1999, prompting virtually the entire

For its part, the WTO continues to 
see trade liberalization as the answer 
to the world's woes, not a source of 
them. Enabling corporations to deliv-

lous country in the world to lash out 
at government and military networks. 
The extent of the damage was never 
fully revealed, but some believe it's no 
coincidence that President Dubya 
started to adopt a more conciliatory 
tone toward China during last sum- 
mer's spy plane conflict after Chinese 
hacktivists started another volley of 
cyber-attacks. 

And in the Israel-Palestine conflict, 
the Internet has become a bona fide 
theatre of war. The latest Intifada has 
bred a generation of patriotic рго- 
Palestinian hackers who'd rather 
tamper with the Knesset's files or pub- 
lish the credit card numbers of donors 
to a pro-Israeli organization than strap 
a bomb to their chest and detonate it 
in downtown Tel Aviv. Israel, for over 
50 years the undisputed military dom- 
inator of the conflict, has found itself 
in unfamiliar losing territory in the 
online conflict, a development that 
has become a point of pride among 
some Palestinians who have never 
even seen a computer, but still dub 
the phenomenon the “Inter-fada.” 

As successful as Middle Eastern 
Muslim hacktivists are, they don't hold 
a candle to their brethren in Pakistan, 
who have a 50-year-old conflict of 
their own in the Kashmir province dis- 
pute with India. About a third of the 
world's organized hacker groups are 
Pakistani, including the most prolific 
one, Silver Lords, who conduct about 
1,100 attacks every year (that's three 
a day!) and one of the most venera- 
ble, Gforce, who last year achieved 
notoriety with a month of well-target- 
ed attacks on Indian government and 
media. In fact, most of the major vic- 
tories of the Inter-fada were actually 
won by Pakistanis. 

Motivated by religious pride and 
feelings of injustice, these Pakistani 
groups probably would have declared 


cyber-war as soon as their govern- . 


ment chose to support the U.S. 
instead of Afghanistan even if Western 
hackers hadn't struck first. But they 
did, and badly. 

Three days after 9/11, a signifi- 
cant threat was made by one of the 
most infamous U.S. hacker teams, 
World of Hell, who also took the lead 
against China during the spy plane 
crisis. Famous for defacing hundreds 
of sites at once, for having shut down 
the CIA website by flooding it with 
requests and for having two of its 
members arrested at Defcon 9, the 
latest hacker convention, for stealing 
a pay phone, their spokesman Daw- 
gyg promised entire countries would 
be knocked offline. 

That hasn't happened, but one of 
W of H's most famous hitmen, RaFa, 
did deface the Website of the Ministry 
of the Interior of Iran with an anti-al- 
Oaeda message—apparently ignorant 


er goods and services without being 
slowed by international borders, goes 
the logic, will allow the open market 
to improve living standards around 
the world. That's why, according to 
WTO director general Mike Moore, 
it's going ahead іп Qatar. 

“Ministers are resolute,” he said in 
a speech in early October. “They do 
not want a repeat of the failure of Seat- 
tle. Nor can we pretend this is a rou- 
tine meeting where ministers will 
simply discuss general economic 
trends.

ally in this war, but as Shiite Muslims, 
they are the sworn enemies of Osama 
bin Laden. 

RaFa next surfaced under the 
aegis of YIHAT, “Young Intelligent 
Hackers Against Terrorism,” the brain- 
child of German celebrity Kim “Kim- 
ble” Schmitz. А former hacker turned 
multimillionaire security consultant, 
Kimble added to the U.S. govern- 
ment's 55 million price on Osama bin 
Laden's head with an additional $10 
million of his own, saying it is in 
memory of two "associates" who 
died in the World Trade Centre. Кіт- 
ble's critics, and they are legion, dis- 
miss the reward as a publicity stunt 
and hold a similarly low opinion of 
YIHAT (which, incidentally, is a homo- 
phone for "jihad" in German). 

RaFa left a pro-YIHAT message on 
13 websites, including two belonging 
to Aon Corp., which lost 200 employ- 
ees in the World Trade Centre, as well 
as several with Arabic-sounding 
names but no relationship whatsoever 
with al-Qaeda. For this, he was dis- 
owned by Kimble, who tried to draw 
attention away from these missteps 
by announcing another of his hack- 
ers, Splices, had found al-Qaeda 
accounts worth $50 million in the 
Sudanese bank А! Shamal. Their 
"proof" was sketchy at best, and the 
Khartoum institution eventually 
revealed that the accounts in ques- 
tion had been closed for years. 

These ham-handed attempts drew 
the wrath not only of fellow hackers— 
like Fluffi Bunni, an anarchistic, anti- 
religion, anti-U.S. and, mostly, 
anti-Kimble hacker who defaced 
YIHAT's website, prompting Kimble to 
shut it down with the claim that he 
had enough hackers on board any- 
way—but of Pakistan's Gforce. Тһе 
notorious, fanatical group first defaced 
the National Oceanic and Atmospher- 
ic Administration Center on October 
17 with a promise to attack 1,500 
American and British government and 
military websites in the next month. 

Since then, they're three down 
and 1,497 to go, having only hit three 
web pages belonging to the American 
Defense Test and Evaluation Proces- 
sional Institute with demands that the 
U.S. stay out of Pakistan, the most 
horrific picture I’ve ever seen (ап 
Israeli soldier holding up the headless 
corpse of an infant in Lebanon while 
UN soldiers look on) and a rambling, 
propaganda-laden treatise with admit- 
tedly valid points like, "ANdh [sic] tey 
[sic] vcall [sic] Pakistan a corrupt coun- 
try? Just how fucking corrupt can you 
get when the President of hte [sic] 
most powerful nation in the world 
gets a blowjob from an intern working 
in his office???” 

Gforce is a study in contradiction. 
They align themselves with Osama bin 


Eon 


Laden, who is morally opposed to U.S. 
culture, calling it secularist and deca- 
dent. Yet the group's name, as well as 
those of its members (Heataz, Sniper, 
Rattlesnake, Rave and Instinct) are 
utterly pop culture—in the one inter- 
view he's ever given, group leader 
Heataz claims he doesn't even know 
what Gforce refers to (apparently he's 
unfamiliar with the force of gravity); it 
just "sounds cool." 

Of course, contradiction and fail- 
ure to think things through are hardly 
unique to Pakistan—they're faults 
shared by all hackers, it seems. For 
example, while American hackers 
were busy planning petty revenge 
against friend and foe alike for 9/11, 
they did nothing while the govern- 
ment enacted legislation allowing the 
ЕВІ to expand its ability to monitor 
cyberspace. Hackers have long been 
up in arms against the bureau's Carni- 
vore system, which allows them to 
read only e-mails to a court-approved 
subject that contain certain keywords; 
now, the FBI may well have the power 
to monitor everyone's e-mail all the 
time, and hackers have done nothing 
to oppose this encroachment on the 
First Amendment. 

Similarly, hackers seem to have 
forgotten their longstanding sup- 
porter of encryption to ensure priva- 
cy. Even though only rumour links 
bin Laden to the Internet, and the 
only thing the ЕВІ has proved the 
hijackers used the "Net for is to order 
plane tickets online, mere suspicion 
that encrypted e-mail may have 
been sent between Afghanistan and 
Florida has bolstered some politi- 
cians' insistence that the FBI be 
given a "backdoor key" to all 
encrypted e-mail, a proposition that 
has horrified hackers until they were 
too busy defacing websites to notice. 

And perhaps the ultimate irony 
lies in the fact that hackers consider 
themselves to be pigeonholed by the 
media into only one aspect of their 
activities, computer invasion. The 
hacker philosophy states that every- 
thing can be hacked—computers, 
technology, even people. Anyone who 
finds a new use for technology, who 
thinks outside the box, is considered a 
spiritual brother to hackers. On Sep- 
tember 11, 19 men used box cutters 
to, literally and figuratively, hack their 
way outside the box. They found a 
new use for commercial airplanes, 
turning them into flying bombs that, 
unpredicted by anyone, were able to 
take down two of the proudest, tallest 
towers in the U.S. 

That was, by definition, the ulti- 
mate hack of all, and those who are 
doing their cause more harm than 
good by plotting ill-conceived cyber- 
vigilante attacks are aligning them- 
selves against better hackers than 
they'll ever be. @ 


will meet ensures a decision will be 
taken, whether positive or negative, 
that will have long-term implications 
for the WTO. Failure to get consensus 
on а forward work programme will 
lead many to question the value of the 
institution. It could condemn us to a 
period of hibernation. 

"The concerns of all players—rich 
and poor, large and small—must be 
addressed, but with a sense of realism. 
It is true some imbalances exist in the 
trading system.

ances addressed is in a wider process of 
negotiation. It is true that many of the 
expected benefits of the previous round 
have yet to materialize for some mem- 
bers.

It is true some poorer coun- 
tries are marginalized from the trading 
system. But this situation will not 
change by opting for the status quo."

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ERNATIVE GUIDE TO 
EALLY GOING ON... 


OTTAWA—It's a perfect example of 
corporate rights run rampant. The 
- federal government, perhaps overzeal- 
ously, wanted to protect its citizens 
from anthrax and decided to stockpile 
doses of one of the leading antibiotic 
treatments. Problem is, the company 
Health Canada went to for the drug 
didn't have the patent for producing 
it, making the company that does 
have it rather upset. In the post-Sep- 
tember 11 world, although it's not 
kosher to criticize elected leaders, it's 
still okay for drug companies to cry 
when their profits are jeopardized. 

The incident began last Thursday 
when Health Canada placed a $1.5 
million order for 900,000 
ciprofloxacin tablets from Toronto- 
based Apotex Inc. Ciprofloxacin is a 
generic version of German multina- 
tional Bayer's Cipro pill—and, accord- 
ing to international drug patent laws, 
nobody is permitted to make a gener- 
ic version of the drug until 2004. 

Ottawa reportedly approached 
Apotex instead of Bayer because it 
would save about $1 million by buy- 
ing the generic medication and it was- 
n't sure if Bayer could supply Canada 
with all the product it wanted. But 
none of that matters to Bayer, which 
is more concerned about setting a 
dangerous precedent—a government 
superseding patents—which could cut 
into profits down the road. 

“|t is certainly a dangerous prece- 
dent," Bayer patent lawyer Neil Bel- 
more said to the Globe and Mail. 
“Health Canada appears to have 
approached Apotex directly. It didn't 
follow the legislative framework.” That 
framework allows countries to overrule 
patents when they declare a state of 
emergency. By not playing by the rules, 
Ottawa "theoretically" opened the door 
to legal repercussions, Belmore said. 

Federal health minister Allan Rock 
initially remained unrepentant in the 
face of such criticism. “We are doing 
what's necessary to protect Canadi- 
ans," he said at the news conference 
last week about the government's $12 
million plan to protect Canadians 
from potential bioterrorism threats. 
Apotex, as well, was steadfast. "They 
needed it and | was willing to supply 
it,” company president Jack Kay told 
the Globe. "End of story." 

But as is the case with most mat- 
ters involving lawyers, the story didn't 
90 away that quickly. Bayer, with the 
help of a slick press conference in a 
warehouse full of pills, not to mention 
political pressure from Joe Clark and 
Stockwell Day, forced Ottawa to cut a 
deal in order to stave off a lawsuit. On 
Tuesday, Health Canada agreed to buy 
one million Cipro tablets from Bayer, 
Which the company has promised to 
provide within 48 hours of an anthrax 
attack. If Bayer can't come through, 
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„only then will Health Canada be 


allowed to resort to the generic pills 
produced by Apotex—a shipment it's 
paying for in full regardless. 

This ‘costly settlement prompted 
opposition parties to chastise Rock for 
wasting taxpayers' money—Day even 
called for the health minister's resigna- 
tion—although they didn't appear over- 
ly upset at Bayer for being greedy. On 
Tuesday, Rock said Bayer was playing a 
“shell game” with Canada, an accusa- 
tion backed up by an anonymous 
Health Canada official's comments to 
the National Post: “The first place the 
department went to get those antibi- 
otics was Bayer and [the department] 
actually bought X amount from Bayer 
and, at that point, Bayer said we are 
not going to give you anymore because 
of demands in the States... so the 
department said okay, we've got to ful- 
fill our guota some other way.” 

In the U.S., where people are actu- 
ally being diagnosed with anthrax, 
pharmacies are running out of their 
Cipro supplies and there's increasing 
pressure on government to give gener- 
ic drug-makers the green light to start 
producing ciprofloxacin. (In Canada, 
pharmacies buy Cipro for about $2.50 
per tablet and pay approximately 
$1.50 for ciprofloxacin; the ratio of 
brand-name to no-name price is similar 
in the U.S., where the pills cost about 
twice as much—a significant factor 
because the recommended full-course 
treatment is two pills daily for 60 days.) 

James Love, a member of consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader's Consumer Pro- 
ject on Technology, has sent a letter to 
Democratic senator Charles Schumer of 
'New York demanding that Washington 
go ahead with its plan to override 
Bayer‘ patent. “By failing to act, you are 
putting Americans at risk,” Love wrote. 
“Үоиг official responsibility is to protect 
the public's health and not to defend 
large profiteering pharmaceutical com- 
panies, which are already making a for- 
tune because of our country's current 


problems." Citing the World Trade . 


Organization's intellectual property rules 


and the debate over affordable AIDS 
drugs in impoverished countries, Love 
accuses drug companies of promoting 
"medical apartheid." How about med- 
ical terrorism? —DAN RUBINSTEIN 


NDP backs U.S.A. 


OTTAWA—In a move designed to dis- 
tance itself from some voices in the 
left who claim America's foreign policy 
in the Middle East was a contributing 
factor in the September 11 attack, 
NDP leader Alexa McDonough issued 
a public statement showing support 
for the American-led coalition and 
Canada's armed forces. 

“We must distance ourselves from 
any who argue that past American 
wrongs somehow explain and justify 
the atrocities of September 11," said 
McDonough. "They do not and they 
cannot. Just as the United Nations 
must take the lead and bring the per- 
petrators to justice, the UN must also 
lead in the campaign against terror- 
ism. And it's doing that." 

But in the statement, McDonough 
cautioned that the coalition must not 
turn the military action in Afghanistan 
into a mission of vengeance, and she 
blasted Prime Minister Jean Chrétien 
for not informing the House of Com- 
mons of the decision to commit 
troops and ships to the war effort. 

“We insist that such debate and 
vote take place [in the House of Com- 
mons] before any further deployment 
of military resources," she said," partic- 
ularly given the U.S. indication that it 
may be prepared to expand its attacks 
to other countries behind Afghanistan." 

Even with McDonough's reserva- 
tions over how the feds handled the 
deployment of troops, she empha- 
sized that her opposition to the lack of 
debate in no way means that the 
party doesn't support sending them 
to help the United States. 

"We support the men and women 
of the Canadian Armed Forces who 


have been assigned to undertake their 
missions," she said. "We support them 
with a view to returning them safely 
home, as well as supporting their fam- 
ilies who have remained behind in 
Canada.” —STEVEN SANDOR

SAN FRANCISCO—There's nothing 
unusual about North American politi- 
cians telling people to go shopping 
these days. They're afraid of a stag- 
nant economy and want us to go 
about our business as if everything 
were normal, as if the planet weren't a 
tinderbox on the verge of epic disas- 
ter. But San Fran mayor Willie Brown's 
recent coupling of patriotism and pur- 
chasing still sounds absurd. 

At a rally in front of a couple thou- 
sand people at San Fran city hall, the 
mayor began distributing some of the 
15,000 posters he's dreamed (and 
printed) up. They feature the stars and 
stripes on a shopping bag, complete 
with handles, adorned with the slogan 
"America: Open for Business." 

“|t was like a lightbulb went off 
over his head," mayoral aide Alex 
Tourk said to the San Francisco Chroni- 
cle. "He wanted to send a message of 
solidarity and show America that San 
Francisco is leading the charge to revi- 
talize the economy." 

“Us just giving me goosebumps,” 
said one of dozens of city volunteers con- 


scripted to help out at the rally. "I mean, * 


can you imagine FDR coming up with 
something like this after Pearl Harbor?" 
Corporations have also been quick 
to embrace the rhetoric of patriotism. 
Ford, General Motors, United Airlines, 
Ralph Lauren and K-Mart have ali 
sparked up ad campaigns trumpeting 
the stars and stripes, while in Canada 
last week, Tim Horton's was giving 
away free coffee on the waterfront in 
Halifax when ships set sail for the war 
while children waved from the shore 
wearing free "І am Canadian” scarves 
provided by Molson's.

| can remember being 12 years old 
and spotting the sign outside the 
gigantic Canada building at the 
Canadian National Exhibition in 
Toronto and marvelling at the fact 
that Canada—a country!—could 
actually have a logo and an official 
typeface. | was a precocious kid, I 
guess (or maybe I'm a stunted 
adult, because that notion amazes 
me even today), but it's looking 
more and more like Canada was 
ahead of the game when it came to 
developing a distinct brand for itself. 
іп her oft-cited book No Logo, 
Naomi Klein portrayed branding as 
part of a sinister, ongoing effort on 
the part of corporations to expand 
their influence across the borders of 
individual nations to their point 
where they started operating as 
countries in their own right, flying 
their own “flags” and answering to 
nobody's laws but their own. But 
Klein neglected to mention that 
while sneaker companies'have start- 
ed acting like countries, countries 
have started pitching themselves 
like sneaker companies—a develop- 
ment that means that the real 
geopolitical power brokers of the 
21st century won't be Metternichs 
but marketeers, and that a country's 
O rating may carry more weight 
than its human rights record. For 
ìnstance, when Belgium recently 
decided they needed to improve 
their reputation after a series of 
health scares and revelations of gov- 
ernment corruption, they decided 
not to hire more food inspectors or 
stage public hearings into the cor- 
ruption scandals but to introduce an 
eye-catching logo, hipper national 
colours and a new Internet suffix. 

In а provocative recent essay in 
Foreign Affairs, Peter van Ham pre- 
dicted a future where, just as a 
company that fails to carve out a 
familiar image for itself in the mar- 
ketplace will struggle to turn a prof- 
it, nations that neglect to develop 
themselves into powerful, trusted 
brands will fall by the wayside too. 
(Forward-thinking Estonia, for 
instance, has started referring to 
itself as a "Scandinavian" country; 
they know there's no cachet to 
being called a Baltic nation or, God 
forbîd, а “post-Soviet state.") 

In van Ham's view, the ultimate, 
blue-chip geopolitical brands are 
NATO and the EU—organizations 
that claim to promote stability and 
prosperity but whose stiff member- 
ship requirements ensure that only 
countries that are stable and pros- 
perous already can get in. It's possi- 
ble, then, to understand these 
groups as purely image-driven enti- 
ties, doing little to benefit their 
members, taking action only when 
it's necessary to maintain the lustre 

.of their brand, so that membership 
becomes merely a luxury item—the 
Hermès tie and Cartier watch of 
natlonhood. And If you're a country 
and you have to ask the price of 
such a prestigious purchase... well, 
can't afford it. ©

I tell her I'm a reporter calling 
from Canada, that I'm dialing ran- 
dom numbers supplied by the Pay- 
phone Project, a:website that lists 
thousands of payphone numbers 
around the world, some accompa- 
nied by descriptions and photos of 
their locations. 

“По you mind if I ask a few 
questions?" I inquire. 

"Um, okay," she responds. 

' “Well, what made you answer 
the phone?” š 

“Because P'm waiting for a big 
drug deal to come through,” she 
says laconically, sounding vaguely 
annoyed.

Addicted to this experiment, to 
the possibility of connecting with 
strangers anywhere in the world (yet 
restricted by my budget and unilin- 
gual communication skills), I click 
open the Payphone Projects directo- 
ries of numbers for two states I've 
visited: Alaska and lowa.

Mart in Homer, Alaska, but a boy 
picks up on the third ring at Soldot- 
na High School a couple of hours up 
the coast. I give him my spiel and ask 
why he felt compelled to answer a 


ringing payphone. Turns out his class. 


was running laps in the school's hall- 
ways (“We can't run outside, man. 
There's snow") and he figured it 
might be a call for somebody. 
Nobody answers at the only 
phone booth in Cleghorn, Iowa, nor 
at a park in west Des Moines, a laun- 
dromat in Council Bluffs, a book- 
store in Cedar Rapids. But I'm saved 
by the manager of the menswear 
department at a K-Mart in Waterloo, 
Iowa. ^I work here," she replies 
when I ask why answer the pay- 
phone. It's a busy spot, she tells me. 
Shoppers are always asking her 
where the store's payphone is. But 
she's only heard it ring once before, 
a couple of years ago. She picked it 
up then, too. My call may not have 
been thrilling—we talked about the 
weather and the Waterloo Dia- 
monds, the local minor league base- 
ball team—but at least I didn't hang 
up immediately like that guy. 
They're on street corners where 


cars roar past and in bus stations 
where loudspeakers blare out depar- 
ture times. They're in sleek airport 
lounges and rundown bars, in 
crowded shopping malls and on des- 
olate rural roads. We use them to call 
lovers and enemies, to pay bills and 
buy contraband, to apply for jobs 
and tell our bosses we're too sick to 
make it to work. We use them when 
we're leaving for far-off destinations 
and when we're arriving back home. 
They're a staple in films and on tele- 
vision, particularly crime shows. 
Superman couldn't have saved the 


world from Solomon Grundy with- . 


out them. Payphones are an integral 
component of most of our lives, part 
of our collective cultural history. But 
their future is threatened; they may 
never be the same again.

The most culpable culprit, of course, 
is the cellphone. With the prolifera- 
tion of personal wireless communica- 
tions—there's been a 200 per cent 
explosion in cellphone usage in 
North America over the last couple 
of years—has come a corresponding 
decline in the need for payphones. 
It's a very simple eguation. You don't 
have to hunt for a payphone when 
you've got a little gadget in your 
pocket that'll do the trick, a fact 
which has irreversibly changed the 
industry for the companies that pop- 
ulate our landscape with payphones. 
Why worry about 100 phone booths 
in a particular part of the city when 
there's only enough demand for 50? 

The reduction figures are most 
dramatic in the United States, where 
there were a peak total of 2.6 million 
payphones in 1998 and 400,000 
fewer today. In Canada, until recent- 
ly, the number of units was still grow- 
ing. There are more than 39,000 Telus 
phones in Alberta and British Colum- 
bia today, up from 35,000 five years 
ago. In Edmonton, there are roughly 
4,100 payphones on city property, in 
hotels, bars, restaurants and other 
conventional locations, according to 
Chris Yearwood, manager of market 
and product development with the 
Telus public access department. 
Although Telus isn't yanking phone 
booths off city streets, they're not 
actively searching for new locations 
these days. “We have de-emphasized 
our sales efforts,” says Yearwood. “We 
aren't packing up and heading for the 
hills, by any means. But we've 
reached a saturation point.” 


What Telus is actively pursuing, ` 


he explains, are high-tech alternatives 
to traditional payphones. These 
aren't:your father’s payphone. 
They're multimedia terminals capable 
of providing e-mail and Internet 
access and information (about hotels, 
restaurants and other visitor-type 
interests) applicable to the surround- 
ing environment. Telus is exploring 
their options, Yearwood says, and 
working on developing three differ- 
ent types of new payphone terminals, 
with working models already in use 


at places like the Calgary airport. 


Still, Yearwood doesn’t see the 
market for old-fashioned payphone; 
evaporating quite yet. “They’re cer. 
tainly hurting us,” he says about cel]. 
phones, “but our feeling is that there 
are loyal users who don’t make 
enough calls to justify buying a cell 
There also seems to be a culture out 
there that has a real fascination with 
payphones. I don’t know what the 
TV business would do without pay. 
phones. If there's money that needs 
to be dropped off, a place to make an 
illicit call—it’s a phone booth. Run to 
the corner and call me on your cell? 
It just doesn't have the same cachet ”

Take a walk along Whyte Avenue and 
you'll see the shifting face of com- 
munications. Strolling along the strip 
on a weekday afternoon in mid- 
October, the first phone booth I saw 
was just east of 109 Street on the 
north side of Whyte. It was a bright, 
immaculate new Telus booth, a 
replacement for one of the half- 
dozen booths vandalized during the 
Canada Day riot. That was nearly 
four months ago, but there's no 
phone іп the booth yet, just a metal 
mounting plate with a tantalizing 
white cable snaking out and in again. 

Across the avenue, in the front 
of the Royal Bank, there is a phone 
іп the booth. But at the corner of 
108 and Whyte stand two booths 
with no phones. (The booth on the 
north side does have a handwritten 
sticker affixed to the glass. “Buy 
things you don't need,” it reads.) At 
107 and Whyte there are two more 
booths with no phones, halfway to 
106 Street there's an operational 
phone booth and another at 106 
Street, this one with a woman inside 
making a call. Another booth with 
no phone at 105 Street, half a dozen 
outside phone boxes at the busy 104 
Street intersection and a pair of 
bright-red, Brit-style booths in front 
of Brit-style pubs between 104 and 
103 round out my journey. While 
walking the six blocks, I counted 17 
people talking on cellphones. 

The process of installing phones 
іпіо new booths involves not only 
Telus but also Epcor and a private 
inspection company called the 
Inspections Group. CRTC rules 
demand that booths receive electrici- 
ty to power the phone's display 
screen, which pulls Epcor into the 
picture and begins a befuddling back- 
and-forth dance between the utili- 
ties. Chris Yearwood expects most of 
the half-dozen new riot-replacement 
booths on Whyte to be eguipped 
with phones by the end of October, 
pending power connection by Epcor 


and approval from the inspectors, a 


spinoff company started by several 

former Epcor employees.

I suppose there's no rule that 
says you can't make a character in 
your novel a thalidomide baby, but 
I get the suspicion Coupland ìs 
drawn to the concept simply 
because it packs a lot of kitschy 
shock value and not because he 
wants to grapple with the genuine, 
real-life heartbreak associated with 
it. (It seems that way even if you 
know that in real life, Coupland's 
niece was born with a similar 
defect.) Similarly, Coupland isn't 
"content merely to 
introduce AIDS 
into his storyline; 
no, he sets up an 
elaborate scenario 
whereby Mr. Drummond, in a jeal- 
ous rage after discovering his son 
Wade (who, although he doesn't 
realize it, is HIV-positive) has 
unknowingly slept with his mis- 
tress, shoots him in such a way that 
the bullet passes through his body 
and hits Janet in the liver, inadver- 
tently giving her AIDS as well. And 
in an ultimate, sick irony, Janet 
develops mouth ulcers as a result of 
her disease that she can only treat 
by taking... black-market thalido- 
mide. I realize that, to a large 
extent, the absurdity of the Drum- 
monds' story is the point, but 
there's no pain or anger or truth 
underneath the absurdity—this book 
toys with the idea of "the ultimate

dysfunctional family” but despite 
its title, the craziness Coupland 
packs into his hyperactive plot is 
too contrived and pleased with 
itself to have much resonance.

Still, clever plotting offers its own 
pleasures, and there's more than 
enough stuff going on inside All 
Families Are Psychotic to keep your 
interest up—besides AIDS and 
thalidomide, the story also contains 
a baby-selling ring, a hostage-taking 
incident and an effete pharmaceuti- 
cal magnate trying to acquire a let- 
ter Prince William wrote to his 
mother after her death so that he 
can get his hands on the DNA 
encoded in the gummed flap of the 
envelope. Coupland may have set 
out to write a densely woven tale of 
family misery, but if anything, the 
book's Florida setting, its wild plot, 
its offbeat sense of humour and its 
head-shaking affection for really stu- 
pid criminals is more reminiscent of 
Carl Hiassen than... I don't know; 
who specializes in dysfunctional 
families these days? Let's say Russell 
Banks. (The way Coupland gleefully 
subjects Bryan, the stupidest charac- 
ter in the book, to one indignity 
after another—including a disas- 
trous encounter with a colony of 
fire ants—is pure Hiassen.) 

And in the character of Shw, the 
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Payphone.com, a Houston-based 
company that sells and services pay- 
phones throughout North America. 
Although Goff says cellphones have 
clearly dealt the payphone business 
a painful punch іп the gut, he feels 
there will always be a niche, espe- 
cially for smaller companies like his. 

When the American govern- 
ment deregulated payphones in 
1984, dozens of firms sprang up to 
go head to head with the country's 
major telecommunications corpora- 
tions. They didn't make much head- 
way, however, until the last couple 
of years, when cellphones began 
eating up payphone profits and the 
lack of lucrative returns turned the 
big boys off. Today Payphone.com 
does a brisk $3 million (U.S.) in sales

But they have to have 
them.” Goff is candid about today's 
payphone industry being inextrica- 
bly linked to class. Payphones are 
still vital forms of communication in 
low-income areas and immigrant 
neighbourhoods, he says. That won't 
change anytime soon. There's also an 
age issue, he believes. Suburban malls 
where every 10-year-old is packing a 
cell don't reguire full platoons of 
payphones anymore. “These kids 
look at the payphone,” he says, “like 
they look at black-and-white TVs.” 

I ask Goff if he's ever picked up a 
ringing payphone while walking by. 
Sure, he says. Any interesting conver- 
sations? “None that you could print.”

The history of the payphones can be 
traced back to 1880s Connecticut, 
where an inventor named William 
Gray ìs credited as the creator of a 
device that didn't really change 
much for nearly nine decades. In 
1887, while working for Hartford's 
Colt Firearm Company, where the 
machine shop was fertile ground for 
fiddling around, Gray desperately 
needed to call a doctor one day when 
his wife was sick. His supervisors 
denied Gray access to their private 


phone, so he started dreaming about 
a machine that would allow average 
people to make calls in public. He 
filed for a patent іп April of 1888 and 
a year later the first public coin-oper- 
ated phone appeared in Hartford. 

To learn more about the history 
and evolution of payphones, I go to 
the Telephone Historical Centre in the 
former telephone exchange building 
on 83 Avenue in Old Strathcona. 
Owned and operated by a nonprofit 
foundation and staffed predominant- 
ly by volunteer Ed Tel retirees, it's the 
largest phone museum in North 
America. Inside, amongst the 1,500 or 
so antique and modern phones and 
enormous switchboard units, are sev- 
eral restored payphones from times 
past. The crème of the crop is a circa- 
1904, Klondike-style payphone from 
Fort Stewart on the Yukon River. It has 
slots for sliver dollars and 50-cent 
pieces, an oak body and an elbow rest 
for weary talkers. Collectors would 
pay $5,000 (U.S.) for this phone. 

In the basement of the Telephone 
Historical Centre there's a workshop 
where volunteers restore old phones. 
Alex-Forbes and Gordon Gerdes, both 
men who retired in 1984 after 35 
years with Ed Tel, are showing me the 
popular LPC-82-55 payphone, which 
was used throughout North America 
in the 1950s. Purely manual, the 
phone had three different slots for 
quarters, dimes and nickels. When 
you drop In a coin, they demonstrate 
through the unit's open back, it slides 
down a specific track and hits a cer- 
tain bell, making an audible sound so 
the operator (always a woman back 
then) would know exactly how much 
money you put in. 

"Our history doesn't really go

Alberta's frigid win- 
ters were a problem for phone com- 
pany.workers, says Gerdes—the 
rotary dials would freeze. Through 
they were serviced frequently and 
lubricated with a whale-based oil to 
remain functional, frozen dials were 
a regular occurrence until the first 
touch-button payphones were intro- 
duced in 1967. 

Ed Tel used to have dedicated 
employees who'd travel around the 
city fixing payphones and collecting 
money. “Back in those days,” says 
Gerdes, “payphones were one of the 
most lucrative parts of the phone 
business.” In the payphone's hey- 
day, back in the 1960s and 1970s,. 
they were responsible for approxi- 
mately 15 to 20 per cent of Ed Tel's 
total revenue. 

William Gray's original pay- 
phone didn't change much until the

1970s, when the Bell Centurion, 
with its single-slot for different 
coins, was developed.

n anthrax infection, especially 
one deliberately and malicious- 
у initiated by a fellow human 
being, isn't а pretty 
thing. For many of 
us, it'll be only 
slightly comforting to 
hear that our chances of 
exposure are remote. A good antidote 
for terror, though, is taking action. 
None of us is powerless in the 
face of anthrax. In that spirit, here 
are some ideas for minimizing your 
attractiveness to infectious microbes 
of any Kind, as well as a few things to 
keep in your cupboard just in case. 
(Remember: if you believe there is a

real chance you have been infected, 
do not self-treat. Call a doctor.) 

Keep your water intake up and 
avoid super-dry air if you can. 
Dehydration of the mucus mem- 
branes in your breathing passages 
makes you more vulnerable to 
inhaled pathogens. Dehydration 
can also cause breaks in your skin, a 
potential entry route for anthrax. 
Sugar, alcohol, tobacco smoke and 
land-animal fats will depress your 
immunity, while 
unprocessed whole 
foods, flaxseed oil 
and plenty of 
onions and garlic will 
Keep your resistance up. Finally you 
can try a combo of flower and other 
essences said to strengthen immune 
cells, the Perelandra Immune Sys- 
tem Balancing Solution available at 
www.perelandra-ltd.com. 

Then there are remedies you can 
use in addition to conventional treat- 
ment with antibiotics, not as a substi- 


tute. Homeopaths may use Anthrac- 
inum 30C to treat anthrax infection. 
If you feel you are at risk you can use 
it preventatively. One dose every 
three weeks is recommended as a pre- 
ventative under a gualified home- 
opath or naturopath's supervision. 

An expensive but effective agent 
against anthrax in the test tube is oil 
of wild oregano, which has beaten out 
antibiotic competitors when tested 
against penicillin-resistant staph infec- 
tions in lab animals. Unfortunately, no 
one's gotten around to testing it on 
animal anthrax infections. The oil's 
boosters say it might help you survive 
respiratory anthrax (a disease with an 
85 per cent fatality rate), but you have 
to take massive amounts—a base dose 
of 40 to 80 drops daily in juice or 
water, plus a few drops under the 
tongue every few minutes.

“ve had soup on the brain. It start- 
ed a few weeks back when I went 
to the Thai Valley Grill and had a 
delicious bowl of Tam 

Kha Kai, an awe- 

some creation with 

chicken, mush- 

rooms and asparagus in 

a coconut broth. Just last week, I was 
in Southgate Mall, just me and my 
empty stomach, so I went to Stacca- 
to's and tried a medium-sized bowl of 
their thick seafood gumbo. More like 
a risotto, the tasty gumbo was loaded 
with baby shrimp, but I think I 
splashed on just a couple too many 
drops of Tabasco. On Sunday night, I 
heated up a minestrone that I made 
guite a while ago, figuring it was on 
its last legs and had to be either 
tossed or eaten quickly. I ate it. 

Hell, soup's been the main thing 
in my diet lately. 

I've even read up on the sub- 
ject—real scientific stuff. According 
to Soup Works, a big soupmaker in 
London, DNA itself supposedly origi- 
nated іп the “primordial soup” of the 
earth's young seas. Soup was tough 
to make for primitive man, but by 
the fourth millennium B.C., 
migrants travelling to what is now 


DIA 
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the United Kingdom brought pot- 
tery-making know-how, as well as 
yummy stuff like wheat, barley and 
sheep. The ability to boil stuff meant 
the ability to make soup. 

Lucky for them. 

І guess it was pretty much a 
natural reaction that as soon as I 
looked out the window on Monday 
and saw snow falling, I wanted to 
make soup. I couldn't shake the 

thought of that lovely 

coconut broth I 

tried at Thai Val- 

ley, so I centred my 

project around that as 

a base. I picked up some chicken 

breasts and a can of little round 

potatoes at the market and went 

home to create. I threw our big pot 

on the stove and started to cook 

some sliced Spanish onions and 

the cut-up chicken (big, hearty 

pieces) in some olive oil with 

cracked pepper. Once all the pìnk 

was gone, I added a few cups of 

water and, because I was unable to 

find the white vinegar, I used a few 

capfuls of the red wine variety to 
add some sourness. 


Put the legume in the 
coconut and drink it all up 


I knew there was an abundance of 
coconut milk cans in the cupboards 
because my girlfriend got on a huge 
smoothie kick after our recent pur- 
chase of a new blender. I opened 
one up and poured it into the

chicken and liquid mix that was on 
medium heat. Envisioning some 
sort of exotic Far East chowder, I 
added a can of corn, the potatoes 
and slices of carrot 

Then it was time for the spices. 
Like usual, I winged it, initially 
deciding on a bizarre combo of nut- 
meg and some Cajun spice along 
with salt and pepper. But then it hit 
me—dried ginger. Perfect. I let it 
boil for a while and then turned the 
heat down to low. An hour or so 
later, a beautiful-smelling, semi- 
thin but richly flavoured broth 
came out of it. The chicken was ten- 
der and the vegetables firm, but soft 
enough not to crunch in your 
mouth. І had bought some cilantro 
at the market as well. Instead of 
putting it right in when the soup 
was cooking, І opted to сһор it up 
and sprinkle it on top after it was 
served in the bowl. That way, I got 
the more distinct taste of the fresh 
herb, which nicely complemented 
the flavour of the coconut and gin- 
ger. The bright green was pretty, 
too, alongside the yellow corn, 
orange carrots and purple onion. 

Гуе only made soup a few times, 
but this was the best one yet. l 
called my girlfriend and told her 
what we were having for dinner; she 
just sighed. It took me so long to get 
rid of the minestrone, she figured 
this would be the same deal. 

She underestimated my soup- 
making prowess. It was all gone by 
Tuesday. Ф

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Не bypassed the 
school Web filter, 
but couldn't avoid 
faculty backlash

Web from my high school's new 
T-1 line. The school's high-speed 
Internet link had been 
installed over the 
summer and I came 
to school two weeks 
early to test it out. At 
that time there was no formalized 
Internet use policy, no disabled serv- 
ìces, no blocked sites, no censorship. 
And no, I didn't use it to check out a 
porn site; the first website visited by 
a student in the district was CNN. 

For the first few months of the 
new school year we were free. The 
nerds in the technology classes used 
the high-speed network for down- 
loading files and gathering informa- 
tion, checking their e-mail and 
messaging their friends. We were in 
heaven, and we knew it wouldn't last 
Tustin Unified School District, in 
Orange County, California, roughly 
midway between Anaheim and 
Irvine, is your typical middle-class 
suburban school system. Like all pub- 
lic school systems in North America, 
TUSD is working hard to deliver on 
the vision of the wired classroom. To 
further this goal, the district applied

for and received a technology grant 
from the federal government. І was 
on the Digital High School planning 
committee, and I was the first to 
bring up the issue of ensuring fair 
and equitable access for students to 
online information. Not much was 
made of it at the time. 

As time went on and classrooms 
were brought online, the district 
oversight became more strict. Using 
a security tool called a firewall, the 
district restricted stu- 
dents'access to 
Internet services 
like instant messag- 
ing, streaming video 
and online games. One of our stu- 
dents set up a Linux computer but 
was quickly told to remove it from 
the network. No specific reason was 
given, but we assumed that it was 
another issue of control. If you 
don't understand it, ban it. 

Our acceptable-use policy explic- 
itly prohibits posting messages on 
chatrooms, message boards or mail- 
ing lists. We can't do anything on 
our school computers that might 
cause us any material gain. Stock 
trading is out, as are online auctions, 
job searches and product price com- 
parisons. In practice, these rules 
were rarely followed, as teachers 
turned a blind eye to blatant viola- 
tions of the overbroad district policy. 

But the administrators' caution 
extended to other technologies too. 
They blocked Telnet, a text communi- 
cations system for dialing in to other

computers. Now I could no longer log | 


in to my home system. They blocked 
FTP, so we could no longer transfer 
files to and from school. We had 
expected this to some degree; bureau- 
crats are overly cautious, and with all 
the talk about viruses and hackers, we 
couldn’t really blame them for being 
scared. Nonetheless, we quickly found 
ways around their obstacles, and we 
were content—until they ramped up 
the filter. 

“E-rate” legislation has forced 
public schools receiving federal funds 
to shield minors from “objectionable 
material,” although no one really 
knows what that means. Because the 
idea of objectionable content is so ill- 
defined and so variable, no one on 
the school or district level wants to 
take responsibility for what is and is 


not blocked. This problem is not con- 


fined to TUSD; school districts across 
the continent do the same thing to 
shield themselves from the hassle and 
responsibility: they hire outside firms. 

Our system is called InterGate, 
and it is a big black box sitting on a 
rack in the school district's commu- 
nications office. Before any reguest 
for information can go onto the gen- 
eral Internet, ìt goes through Inter- 
Gate. While inside InterGate, our 
Web browsing reguests are individu- 
ally logged by user name and com- 
puter address so that the school can 
keep track of every site each student 
visits. Next, the reguest is sent to a 
proxy server called Sguid. A proxy 
server acts as a buffer between the

Internet and a private network like 
our school's. Squid requests websites 
and serves them up to users inside a 
network. It's useful because its 
caching features make frequently vis- 
ited websites load more quickly for 
local users in the school. Our version 
of Squid, however, is "enhanced" 
with a block list of objectionable 
sites. This list is distributed by the 
company that sells InterGate and is 
updated automatically every night 
from a subscription service. 

The block list is what we all hate. 
It is the bane of every student and 
teacher at Foothill High School. We 
curse it, we shout at it, we bang on 
our keyboards, but there is really 
nothing we can do about it. When- 
ever we click a site that is on the 
block list, a funny face appears on 
our screen along with a message 
informing us that the site we request- 
ed has been blocked because it con- 
tains objectionable material. There 
are those words again: "objectionable 
material." They're used to make par- 
ents feel safe, to make lawmakers feel 
secure, to make society feel good. But 
they have no real meaning. 

Try making a list of a hundred 
randomly selected websites and see 
how many are blocked by filtering 
systems like Squid. The anti-censor- 
ship organization Peacefire does it all 
the time, and the results are pre- 
dictable. Huge swaths of the Internet 
containing unobjectionable content 
are blocked because one page on that 
domain or host may have at one

Without the thousands of human 
beings and millions of dollars required 
to filter even a substantial chunk ої 
the Internet, filtering companies rely 
on spider programs. Spiders crawl th. 
Web, searching pages for keywords like 
"sex" and "revolution." These pro. 
grams are terribly inaccurate. I have 
found sites such as Stop Prisoner Rape 
blocked, in addition to sites promot- 
ing atheism and, of course, free-speech 
sites like Peacefire. 

Even worse than these spider рго- 
grams are the sites that are blocked 
when politics come into play. Filter. 
ing companies are more conservative 
than other organizations and often 
cater to right-wing groups. Not sur- 
prisingly, these companies will, con- 
sciously or not, block more libera! 
speech on the Internet than conser 
vative speech. Thus Planned Parent-

hood is blocked while the Christian 
Coalition is not. Some sites calling for 
the destruction of gays are allowed, 
while others that promote gay rights, 
like GLAAD, are disallowed. 

The U.S. Constitution does not 
give minors the right to full consti- 
tutional and legal protection. How- 
ever, children under 18 still have 
the same civil liberties as everyone 
else, liberties that no one—not even 
the government—should take away. 

On Мау 30, I took a stand. І sent 
an e-mail to every single teacher and 
administrator in the TUSD, outlining 
a way to bypass the filtering system. 
Basically, I set up a second proxy sys- 
tem to direct Web requests. Students 
and teachers could send Web 
requests through my proxy server 
instead of the regular one, thus elud- 
ing the InterGate filters and gaining 
access to an uncensored Internet. I 
pointed out my reasons for these 
actions, quoting Supreme Court Jus- 


tice Oliver Wendell Holmes: “Кезітіс- 
tion of free thought and free speech 
is the most dangerous of all subver- 
sions. It is the one un-American act 
that could most easily defeat us.” 

I stated that in my position as а 
computer troubleshooter for the 
school I had received many com- 
plaints from teachers about the over- 
broad restrictions of the filter. І had 
been asked many times by individ- 
ual teachers and students to provide 
a way to bypass the system. Stating 
that the most effective guard against 
the visiting of “inappropriate” web- 
sites is teacher supervision in the 
classroom, I revealed my method of 
bypassing the censorware software. I 
solicited feedback from teachers, 
promising that all communications 
would remain confidential. I asked 
for opinions both for and against my 
view, as I wished to encourage a dia- 
logue in the school and community. 
Responses were immediate. 

“I think your actions are 
deplorable,” wrote one teacher. 
“What service does this serve!!" Oth- 
ers worried about district backlash, 


telling me to “be careful” and wish- 
ing me the best on graduation. Most 
of the e-mails were supportive. “I 
hope you always have the courage 
and strength of character to stand up 
for what you believe to be impor- 
tant,” wrote one elementary school 
teacher. "It's important to be a think- 
ing person rather than a go-along 
sheep.” Another teacher wrote that 
she appreciated the bypass because 
“there are so many cool sites about 
art and literature that my students 
cannot get to when we research. I 
hope this works for the best.” 
Another of my teachers wrote, 
“It is very true that censorship is 
alive and well in society.... I have 
many opinions on this subject, 
especially where there are agendas 
out there that allow some groups to 
say whatever they want while pre- 
venting a response from another 
group that may have a different or 
opposing view.” However, added 
other teachers, school staff are dis- 
couraged from speaking up about 
this problem because they are afraid 
of being labeled porn advocates or 


being reprimanded by school and 
district administrators. They sup- 
ported me, but guietly. 

I was pleasantly surprised to 
receive two letters from members of 
the school board pledging to look into 
the issue of censorship. Sadly, other 
members of the district were less open- 
minded about what I had done. 

I received a summons at school 
the next day. I went to the principal's 
office, where my father was already 
waiting. The school district assumed 
I had somehow “hacked” into its sys- 
tem, that I may have compromised 
its security and that I had invaded its 
network. Afraid that students and 
teachers would be able to get around 
the filter, it pulled the plug on the 
InterGate server, taking down the 
entire district's Internet access. I 
explained that I had done nothing to 
the computers, that-I had used no 
school systems for my letter and that 
the district's network was perfectly 
safe. The district officials threatened 
me with suspension and prosecution, 
promised to bill me for their time 
and insinuated that I might not be 


able to attend graduation. I told 
them that I had broken no school 
rules and they had no case. 

School staff berated me with 
guestions as I walked through the 
halls that day. Why did I do it? 
What was I thinking? Did I want to 
graduate? Did I expect that I would 
go unpunished for my blatant 
mocking of school authority? Did I 
really think they would stand 
around while something as awful as 
what I had done took place? “Stop 
with the censorship bullshit," they 
said. "Didn't you really do this just 
to draw attention to yourself?" 

At the same time, students pat- 
ted me on the back and gave me 
high-fives. I didn't want to discuss it 
with any of them. I had made my 
case, my e-mail spoke for itself and I 
was ready for the consequences. But 
punishment never came. 

Sure, they blocked my bypass site, 
they removed my administrator 
account on the school computer sys- 
tem and they banned me permanent-

Meanwhile, I support 
organizations like the Electronic Fron- 
tier Foundation and Peacefire, and I 
pray for a day when we are all free to 
have our own opinions without fear 
of persecution, and that we as a socie- 
ty are better for it. America is one of 
the most free places on earth, and I

Sue Malley * Sugarbowl Café * 
Frl, Oct 26 Sue Malley isn't a crazy 
bitch, despite what she sings in her 
song “Homicidal Love Song.” “It's 
pretty gruesome,” she admits with а 
laugh, “but actually it's just a funny, 
light-hearted song. I really don't 
want to kill anyone.” (The song, in 
fact, is based on her feelings for her 
guitar instructor's girlfriend. “We're 
actually pretty good friends,” Malley 
says, “and l'm not quite sure if he 
knows the song's about him, but 
that's alright.”) 

“Homicidal Love Song” is a hit 
with the audiences at her shows and 
it's also the main reason her six-song 
disc, Love Is a Rusty Hatchet Through 
the Sternum, occupied the CJSR Alter- 
native Top 10 for most of the past 
summer. The disc was only supposed 
to be a gift to friends—Malley had 
traded in a future as a scientist for a 
career as a musician (and coffeeshop 
server)—but "Homicidal Love Song" 
changed all that. "I gave the disc to

friend," she says, "and then he told 
me he was playing it on his radio 
show on CJSR and І told him, “Are you 
crazy?

But people liked 
the tune (and the other five songs on 
the disc as well) and kept asking 
where they could find it, so Malley 
decided to burn a few more copies to 
quell the public demand. 

Rusty Hatchet is a simple disc: just 
Malley, her guitar and half a dozen 
songs about the perils of love. “All the 
songs are about either being dumped 
or dumping somebody," she says, "so 
the title of the disc is the closet 
description | could come up with for 
being dumped. But it's quality rather 
than quantity. You only need one hor- 
rible experience to fuel you for years." 

Malley has written new songs for 
a possible follow-up disc and admits 
that she's moved past thoughts of 
murder. "| try to be a little more sub- 
tle now,” she says. “I have another 
song in the same vein, but it's not so 
up-front about it.

Jeari Czapla * Yardbird Suite * 
sat, Oct 27 For 33 of his 36 years, 
(езгі Czapla was ashamed of his abo- 
riginal heritage. Though his last name 
із Polish; he was always teased by the 
other kids in school because he had 
іле aboriginal features of his mother. 
"It's been really difficult for me 
because of the stigma that comes with 
it,” says the Edmonton-based jazz musi- 
cian. “The strange thing is that we did- 
n't put that stigma on ourselves; 
they've given it to us. I've been embar- 
rassed most of my life to speak about 
this until they actually flew me to 
Toronto and gave me some recognition 
as a musician to judge, present and per- 
form at the Canadian Aboriginal Music 
Awards. And I started thinking that this 
is a little niche that not everybody has 
and I should try and make use of it.” 
Czapla now not only celebrates his 
heritage, but he also uses it as a way of 
standing out from other jazz musicians 
and a means of bringing the love of 
jazz to aboriginals, who he admits tend 
to listen mainly to country and rock. 
But Czapla is pleased with what's hap- 
pening with aboriginal music in all 
genres. “The community is growing by 
leaps and bounds,” he says, “and іп 
two years' time, the conversation we're 
having now will be nonexistent 
because people in the community will 
be doing every style and every format.” 
Czapla's hoping to reach a wide 
audience with his new full-length disc, 
For Ella. (When I interviewed him, he 
was online, busily trying to get a jazz 
station іп Rochester, New York to play 
the disc.) Several of the songs were 
inspired not, as you might expect, by 
Ella Fitzgerald, but the birth of Ella, his 
first child. “For the first song on the disc, 
I had the melody and nothing else. I 
had no way to put it together. And 
when she came about, it was like she 
brought the whole thing to те,” he 
says, laughing that maybe the sleep 
deprivation that comes with a new baby 
played an inspirational role as well. “But 
I didn't realize what children do to рео- 
ple until Ella came into the world. And it 
seemed the right thing to do to make 
her enjoy music. My main goal when I 
was younger was to teach my kid how 
to play music, but now I just want her to 
be able to appreciate it as an art form.” 
Ella likes the disc, and so do a lot of 
other people. Czapla is currently up for 
five Canadian Aboriginal Music Awards 
including Best Single, Best Jazz Album 
and Best Male Artist and he's been get- 
ting good аігріау since the release. For 
more information on Czapla's new disc 
(and to hear an audio stream of Satur- 
day's CD release party), go to his web- 
site at www.czaplamusic.com. 


Field of genes 


Field Day * Stars * Sat, Oct 27 For 
Field Day, punk rock isn't just a lifestyle; 
its genetic, Case in point: drummer Jay 
Krewary's son Tucker. When Tucker was 
born, he had brown hair with a big 
black patch. "So he came out of the 
womb with punk rock hair," says Jon 
Hiebert. "And ever since he was two, 
he knew how to use the CD player so 
he'd play his favourite punk rock CDs." 

And now that he's three, Tucker 
has become the fourth member of 
Field Day, joining his dad and the boys 
onstage during this year's Warped Tour 


and other dates. (Tuck- 
er plays his Dad's floor 
tom for a couple of 
songs and then jumps 
around the stage with 
a plastic guitar.) "He'll 
play the whole set with 
us," Hiebert says, 
“although I don't 
know if he's coming to 
Edmonton. 

Of course, having a 
three-year-old son in 
the band as well as 
other lifestyle commit- 
ments (e.g., work) has 
made it difficult for 
Field Day to tour in support of their 
disc Dawn of the New Day, which came 
out on One Foot Records last summer. 
But Hiebert says they're looking at 
spring for various dates around Canada 
and the western U.S. 


Being and Nothingness 


Nothing At All ° With Field Day, 
Woodabeen and In Harm's Way * 
Stars ° Sat, Oct 27 It just ain't punk 
rock. That's the opinion from Nothing 
At All guitarist Choadee on some of 
the antics happening at a couple of 
recent all-ages shows in Edmonton. 

“It’s stupid," he says, referring to 
shows where some attendees got 
drunk, smashed bottles, disturbed the 
neighbourhood and threatened vio- 
lence against others attending the 
shows and even the bands. It's not that 
Choadee's band has been a target— 
the band hasn't played Edmonton 
since returning from their western 
Canadian tour in June—he's just talking 
from the point of view of a fan who 
knows the people causing trouble are a 
tiny minority whose actions are ruining 
the scene for everyone else. “There's 
no respect, no respect at all,” he says. 
“Some of these kids at these all-ages 
shows just don't have a fucking clue. 
And then when someone loses a hall 
and no one can have shows there any- 
more, they cry and complain.” 

His point made, Choadee moves 
onto to more positive topics, like the 
band's first show since June—an open- 
ing slot for Field Day this Saturday at 
Stars—and the addition of two new 
members, Mike Hothands (who toured 
with the band last summer) and Ian 
Fredrickson. Monigue Hoople still han- 
dles the vocal duties. Even so, it still 
seems to be the same Nothing At All 
story: they've got new members but 
are still missing that one element that 
would fill out the band, obliging other 
band members to fill ìn where they can. 

"Mike's our new guitar player, but 
he's going to be playing bass,” Choad- 
ee laughs. “We don't have a bass play- 
er but nobody's going to be playing 
anything else. The rest will stay the 
same until we find a bass player.” 

Nothing At All has another show in 
November at the Burgundy Lounge (the 
date is as yet unconfirmed), and once 
they get the lineup organized, they'll 
step into the studio with Pat "$ajak" 
Sharman, an engineer friend who 
worked on the latest Nickelback disc. 


Preshure drop 


Just because a band isn't having à 
show a couple days after this issue 
comes out doesn't mean we can't talk 
about it. We did plan to talk to 
Preshurepoint last week, but comput- 
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er mix-ups meant various e-mails got 
lost. The band (Rich Srain on vocals 
and guitar, Chris Shulhan on bass, Stu 
Ross on guitar and dving mule 
screams, and Graham Churchill on 
drums and stuff) will be releasing their 
new album on Farway Records. This 
interview was via e-mail with drum- 
mer Graham Churchill. 

VW: Who is Farway Records and 
how did you meet up with them? 

GC: Farway is a small label based 
out of Celgary who has really done a 
kickass job for us. We found out about 
Farway from a friend. 

VW: Are you proud of the new 
disc? Do you have a favourite song 
from it? 

GC: Yeah, l'd say we are pretty 
proud of the new disc. It really dis- 
plays how much our songwriting has 
changed over the past year, especially 
when compared to the old disc. My 
favourite song would have to be "Sev- 
enth Day" just because it's the most 
fun to play. 

VW: What's with the spelling of 
the band name? 

GC: As some people know, there 
is another band from California with 
the same name (only spelled correct- 
ly). Rich and Chris started the band, 
so | guess they came up with it. 

VW: A lot of people have heard 
about you but have yet to see you 
live. What's it like to be Edmonton's 
best unknown punk rock band? 

GC: | don't think we consider our- 
selves "Edmonton's best." There are 
so many other great bands in Edmon- 
ton—it's hard to call one band the 
best. 

VW: Are you really a punk rock 
band, or do you prefer another label? 

GC: | guess we are a punk rock 
band, but with all of our different 
influences, it's really hard to put our 
style into one category. 

VW: What's your complete and 
honest opinion of Edmonton's music 
scene? Overall and then punk rock. 

GC: Overall? It's good but we 
need more places for all-ages shows. 
Punk rock? it's okay but we need more 
kids to come to the all-ages shows. 

VW: What's on tap now that the 
new disc is out? 

GC: We may have a small tour for 
December, but we don't know just 
yet. Rich is going for surgery on his 
wrist next week, so things are looking 
a little bit slow for the next few weeks. 

VW: What bugs you about the 
other members of your band? 

GC: The fact that they like to play 
with their privates too much 

VW: Anything else you'd like to 
add that we forgot? 

GC: Check out www.preshure-

McLean burgher 


Ға kid from Winnipeg wanted to learn 
about acoustic blues, he probably could- 
n't find a better mentor than John Ham- 
mond. And if that same kid decided to 
pick up all he could about electric Chica- 
go blues, he could do a lot worse than to 
get his tutoring from Muddy Waters. 
That kid is one of western Cana- 
da's most respected bluesmen, Big 
Dave McLean. "І got my first guitar 
lesson from John Hammond under a 
tree at the Mariposa Folk Festival in 
Toronto іп 1969,” a somewhat raspy 
McLean told me earlier this week over 
the phone from the 'Peg. “| then pro- 
ceeded to drive my parents nuts play- 


ing the same open D tuning of ‘I’m a 


Man' for the next six months.” Being 
around the Winnipeg Folk Festival in 
the "705 and ‘80s brought McLean into 
regular contact with the likes of Sam 
Chatmon, Johnny Shines, Roosevelt 
Sykes and Big Joe Duskin, giving him a 
solid grounding in traditional acoustic 
blues. “People may not be aware of 
it,” he says, “but Johnny Shines was 
egually a monster guitar player as 
Robert Johnson was. I was blown away 
to be able to spend time with him.” 
Even though McLean is fighting a

bit of a cold, the warm glow of cher-

McLean, along with Edmonton 
talents Mark Sterling and Graham 
Guest, will bring their collective blues 
experience to the Festival Place stage 
tonight (Thursday) to kick off the third 
installment of the Come On in My 
Kitchen acoustic blues series. Sterling 
may be younger than Big Dave, but 
he has the same commitment to the 
music and the same ability to place his 
own mark on classic tunes. Guest, 
meanwhile, is familiar to most as the 
leader of the house band for the Yard- 
bird Suite’s blues shows, but he does 
much more than that. A member of 
the Sue Foley Band for the past half- 
dozen years, you can catch him work- 
ing with just about anyone who needs 
(or wants) a piano player when they 
hit the stage at the Commercial. 

The Come On in My Kitchen series 
was assembled by Peter North and Mark 
Sterling, who figured the time was right 
for an evening of front-porch blues 
played on a concert stage. They were 
right, and the more or less annual series 
has turned into a highly successful and 
entertaining road show that this time 
around will also make stops in Athabas- 
ca and Calgary.

Thunderstruck by Thor 


Fans are eager to 
see true metal-god 
showmanship once 
again 


Н: been а metal god, а body- 
building champ, a horror-flick 
actor and a comic book hero. 
And Canada's own Jon Thor is mak- 
ing a metal comeback with his new 
record, Dogz II. The title is a clever 
play on words on Thor's 1977 debut 
album, Keep the Dogs Away, which 
hit the charts after the golden-locked 
B.C. native had secured both the Mr. 
Canada and Mr. U.S.A. titles and 
began his rise as a metal star. 

With the decline of metal, Thor 
retired in 1987, only to return after 
he realized that grunge's influence 
on the music scene had waned and 
the kids were once again starving to 
see over-the-top rock shows. And 
that's what Thor promises—costume 
changes and feats of magic (like 
bending a metal bar 
with his teeth) that 
add to the whole 
gee-golly-whiz 
metal experience. “The 
kids today are being brought up on 
what I was into,” says Thor. 
“They're into wrestling and movies 
like Conan the Barbarian, science fic- 
tion movies and those types of com- 
puter and videogames. So they can 
all relate to what I was doing back 
when І first started.” 

And that means wanting to see а 
show that involves more than just a 
band playing music. Thor says that 
all you have to do is take a look at 
the success of a band like Slipknot 
(“Тһе fans love their masks and how 
outrageous they act onstage,” he 
says ) to realize that the time is right 
for Thor to take another stab at 
being a rock god.

um,” he says. “I've seen so many 
styles come along, from glam rock— 
when I started, Gary Glitter was at 
the top of the charts—to disco.

retired in 1987. But now there's a new 
interest in metal, from bands like 
Linkin Park to the new Ozzy, where 
he plays the standards as reliably as 
an old Sabbath record.

But Thor hasn't forgotten that all 
the theatrics have to have a point;

And hopefully, they'll encour- 
age the audience to get on their feet 
and sing along to some old metal 
faves, “What we do complements the 
songs as a whole,” Thor says. For 
example, when I sing about the “War 
Hammer,’ I'll do something with that 
onstage. What goes on will relate to 
the song. And it's fun because we do 
anthem songs, where we invite peo- 
ple to sing along. I'm certainly a fan 
of football and hockey games, where 
crowds will chant the words to rock 
anthems like ‘We Will Rock You.’

Everybody feels 
attracted to rising 
punk band Lure's 
new disc 


n order to catch up with Lure, I 
ту way to the storied 

halls and cloisters of Studio 
City, a downtown practice space. 
Down the dingy stairs, past the 
piles of empties. I stop to say hello 
to Fuzzy Wuzzy, the studio's black- 
and-white, longtime feline tenant, 
as he cruises around looking for 
tasty mice. His tiny, sensitive ears 
have probably grown accustomed 
to the banging and wailing of the 
many bands who have practised 


and partied in the building over 


the years. 

The boys of Lure (Tyler Burrell, 
bass and vocals; Kyle Dunn, guitars 
and backup vocals; and Derrick 
Schmuhl, drums) have been back 
here for a year after trying unsuc- 
cessfully to find better digs in the 
city. "We just wanted a nice, com- 
fortable place of our own," 
Schmuhl says. "We've all been com- 


' ing here for years. We knew we 


could write here. Downtown is 
where we belong." 

It's been a produc- 
tive year, too. Not 
only have they 
been focussing on 
polishing and refining 
their heavy, grinding sound, but 
they've put out a new recording, 
One Day... They claim to have 
accomplished more here in the last 
year than in the three years since 
they released their self-titled debut 
disc back in ”98. The small room is 
dark, as Lure is convinced fluores- 
cent lights "destroy creativity and 
imagination," and the sounds of 
other bands practising pounds 
through the walls. All in all, it's the 
perfect place to conduct an inter- 
view—especially once they break 
out the beer. 


Trapped on a One Day 
street 


Lure originally intended One Day... 
strictly as a promotional vehicle to 
get feedback from the music indus- 
try and try to build up some inter- 
est. They recorded the EP with only 
24 hours of studio time, which 
they say was enough because they 
have become comfortable enough 
in the studio not to waste any time. 


Those irresistible Lure boys 


But then many people were getting 

in contact with the band and ask- 

ing how to get hold of a copy, so 

they decided to release 

it to the public to 

see what they 

thought as well. 

“It's a very true inter- 

pretation of where we are now," 

says Burrell. ^I think it's above our 

expectations. We're pretty proud of 

it because it turned out so much 

better than we thought. I guess we 
were just fortunate." 

Dunn and Schmuhl grew up 
around Edmonton's punk scene, cit- 
ing SNFU and the Smalls as their 
first gigs, while Burrell was more 
influenced by metal. None of them 
have been shackled by their influ- 
ences, thaugh. “We share some 
influences and we kind of each 
bring our own to the table,” says 
Dunn. “In t 
schizophrenic.” It's those creative 
differences that have kept Lure 
from being stuck in a musical rut, 
letting them venture beyond 
straightforward punk/metal to the 
more introspective but still heavy 
sound of the new disc. 


The devil's in the she-tails 


Even if you've never seen Lure 
play, you've probably spotted a 


s band it's kind of: 


few of their gig posters plastered 
around the city. They're pretty 
hard to miss; they usually feature 
memorable drawings of hot chicks 
with tails, usually mermaids or 
devil women. It started a few 
years ago when they got a great 
response to a poster with а '50s- 
style pinup girl on it, and the 
style stuck. ^We all find a beauti- 
ful female image alluring," 
explains Dunn. "It's in the Y-chro- 
mosome, I think." 

Lure's first chance at the big 
time came a few years ago when 
they got to open for Motórhead at 
Cowboys. Just getting on the bill 
was a boost to their confidence 
because Motórhead's record com- 
pany insisted on listening to their 
disc before agreeing to let them 
play. Not only was the place 
packed but the gig started late, 
meaning the whole crowd was 
pressed up in front of the stage 
when Lure began playing. The 
show gave them unprecedented 
exposure, even if it was in their 
hometown. "I fucking loved it, 
man, are you kidding?" gushes 
Burrell. “I met Lemmy—can уби 
fucking believe it?" @

You can't Rigoletto 
this one 


Giuseppe Verdi's lavish Rigoletto 
бябрепед Edmonton Opera’s 
2001-2002 season last Weekend at 
the Jubilee Auditorium, and you have 
one more chance to see it tonight 
(Thursday). And hey—for those aged 
18 to 34, there is a neat little side ben- 
efit Edmonton Opera is offering called 
the Explorer's Club, which offers 
excellent pizza and beer during the 
first intermission, as well as chances 
for the best seats in the house. For 
details, call 429-1000 or 424-4040. 
But let's get on with the show, 
Rigoletto is a great introduction to 
opera because it offers what you 
would expect: sublime music—some 
of it well-known even to laypeople— 
and unabashed melodrama, as well 
as complex characterizations and 
some crowd-pleasing comic touches. 
In that respect, the opera anticipates 
Verdi's final opera, Falstaff, some- 
times described as one of the finest 
in the comic opera genre. 
At heart, however, Rigoletto is a 
tragedy. The title character is a hunch- 
back with a chip on his shoulder even 
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bigger than the hump on his back. He 
is court jester and pimp to the Duke of 
Mantua, a remorseless womanizer. But 
when Rigoletto abets his master's 
seduction of “a fair unknown,” he has 
no way of knowing his own virtuous 
daughter Gilda is the prey—after all, 
Gilda has instructions not to leave 
home except to go to church. It is 
there, however, that she is spotted, 
and her unworldliness plays not a 
small part in her fate. When the unfor- 
tunate father discovers he has been 
duped, his paternal feelings come to 
the fore and he swears revenge. 

Though devious and cynical, 
Rigoletto is humanized by his devo- 
tion to his daughter, and Jason 
Howard's woeful looks and splendid 
baritone would win over the most 
reluctant critic. (This is Howard's 
Edmonton début and his first time 
playing Rigoletto.) Meanwhile, Que- 
bec soprano Lyne Fortin's Gilda 
almost melts the heart of the Duke, 
compared to whom the audience is a 
pushover. Particularly moving are 
Gilda's tender duets with her father 
and her wonderful love song “Caro 
nome” (“Dear Name”), the end of 
which she sings a cappella. Tenor 
Carlo Scibelli is guite convincing as 
the dashing and lecherous Duke, а 
role he recently played for the New 
York City Opera, and Saskatchewan- 
born mezzo-soprano Norine Burgess 
is scintillating as Maddalena, the 
femme fatale of the piece. 

Unlike his hapless jester, Verdi 
lived a rather fortunate life, True, he 
was born in a small Italian village, son 
of a poor innkeeper, but fate gave him 
a benefactor who both paid for his

study and accepted him as a son-in- 
law. Verdi's first wife died young, but 
he lived a long life and was famous 
not only because of his operas, but 
also because of the political aspects of 
his work.

Diane Nelsen, operatic soprano 
and voice teacher at Alberta Col- 
lege's Conservatory, saw the opera 
on Saturday night.

| Influence. Although best-known on 
һе west coast as a leading progressive 
puse DJ in the style of the aforemen- 
loned Sasha and Digweed, Shui is а 
ersatile spinner who's able to fluidly 
ix deep driving trance with techno. 
_Shui began his career as a trainspot- 
г, picking up records being played out 
у DJs he liked and admired. With а 
rowing collection of house music, he 
egan DJing and promoting events 
ound Vancouver in the early 1990s, as 
ell as playing house music at club 
ghts and parties he organized. Unhap- 
y that he was spending too much time 
etting people to come out and not 
ough perfecting his skills, he stopped 
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dropping the flyers five years ago and 
began concentrating on his DJ career. 

Although Shui's heart belongs to 
pure deep house, he wound up spin- 
ning the more epic style of progressive 
because it presented an alternative to 
what everyone else in the Vancouver 
scene was playing. It also doesn't hurt 
When Sasha ends up crashing at your 
house, “He was in Vancouver about 
five years ago, playing this small party, 
and the promoter brought him over to 
my place at six in the morning,” Shui 
laughs. “We just ripped it up, and he 
turned me more toward progressive 
house than anyone else. 

“| just play the music I enjoy play- 
ing,” he continues. “Music keeps on 
changing and I like to stay right on the 
tip of it. A lot of people knew me first 
as a house DJ, but I just want to play 
music a little differently than anyone 
else. In the rest of the world, there's a 
lot of people doing what I'm doing, 
but not too many in Canada. For some 
strange reason, Canada is a little more 
reserved and our dance music seems 
to be a bit more mainstream. Canada 
is a bit more laid-back." 

Which is why Shui is pleased to have 
a disc like Recital 001 out on Nettwerk, a 
label that has been making a concerted 
effort to introduce underground sounds 
to Canadian audiences. Shui was 
approached by the Vancouver-based 
label after he played a show with Net- 
twerk artist ВТ. “I played right after him, 
doing what I do, and the next day I got 
a phone call,” Shui remembers. 

Shui looks at Recital 001 as a practi- 
cal tool. “It's getting my name out 
there and it's certainly a milestone,” he 
says, “but I just want to keep moving 
on. The stuff on Recital is already pretty 
old to me, because I’m trying to push 
forward. When everybody in Vancouver 
started playing hard house, | went into 
a deeper sound, which didn't go so well 
at first. Now that sound is becoming 
more popular, so | want to begin find- 
ing another place to move toward." 

Shui hopes that Canada will even- 
tually jump on the progressive wagon, 
but he also senses that the under- 
ground parties, which have long been 
the only place where people can hear 
new music, needs to reinvent itself. 
"It's all become overexposed, with so 
many things going on all the time," he

says. “Eventually, the people who аге 
really good at what they do and stick 
to it, they'll come through. But there's 
a lot of people in it for the drugs or the 
money or whatever. | don't see it all 
dying off—there are so many good 
records being made now—but the 
people are getting burned out and 
frustrated with high ticket prices and 
the quality of the events. | mean, we've 
had parties out here in Vancouver that 
cost at least $100 to get in, and some 
promoters don't put in enough effort 
to make it worth that much. 174 like to 
say it's all about the music, but there's 
so much more than the music when it 
comes to going out. After a while, peo- 
ple can see right through it." 


Chris Chris bang bang 


While Scream is undeniably the central 
event this weekend, it's heartening to 
see other worthwhile things happening 
in other clubs around town. On Friday, 
Welsh DJ Chris Parnell begins a two- 
week stopover at Sublime Afterhours, 
spinning hard house and trance. 
What's interesting about Parnell is that 
he's travelling with a BBC documentary 
crew exploring how far club culture is 
spreading around the globe. 

Parnell's label, Acetate Recordings, 
apparently has a successful club night 
going on back in England, so they fig- 
ured it would be a good idea if they sent 
an emissary out into the world to find 
other places to set up similar nights. So 
why Canada? Why here? "We've just 
had good feedback from DJs who have 
been over here," says Parnell. 

Parnell, who also produces music 
for BBC Wales, says that the documen- 
tary may wind up on a proposed chan- 
nel in Britain dedicated to club culture. 
There's no firm date for when this chan- 
nel or the documentary will hit the air.

ince Ngu, the manager of (һе 
М Lounge nightclub on 

Jasper Avenue, is under fire. 
Ever since the shooting near his 
club in the early morn- 
ing hours of Octo- 
ber 13, Ngu says he 
has been misguoted 
and misinterpreted by 
local media. His club is being falsely 
associated with the death of a 16- 
year-old Edmonton boy, he says, 
and the major media outlets are 
painting a false image of him, his 
club and his clientele, “We're not 
getting the representation that we 
deserve,” he declares. “I'm willing to 
talk to anyone from the media, but 
it seems like they put out a different 
story once they air it.” 

According to Ngu, the majority of 
the reports have misleadingly implied 
that the incident spilled out of the 
club and ended on the street, Pictures 
of the club's front doors, logo and fly- 
ers have freguently been the backdrop 
to TV reports of the shooting, which 
actually took place a block away. 

Ngu isn't claiming that Meriese 
Laing, the boy who was killed, was іп 
the area by accident, but he insists

that Laing was not one of the club's 
regulars. “The media is saying that 
he comes to this club often,” Ngu 
says, “but Гуе asked a bunch of our 
regulars and they've never seen him 
in here before. Because it was a black 
youth who got shot and we are an 
urban club, [the media] have made it 
look like he was a regular here.” 

Ngu finds it interesting that the 
finger-pointing didn't start until after 
the weekend and that police have dis- 
turbed his business for crowd capaci- 
ty, fire regulation and 
other, smaller infrac- 
tions in the past. 
“The whole night, 
no police came in to ask 
us or anybody what happened,” he 
says. “It wasn't until Monday when 
everybody started banging on the 
doors and asking about it.” 


Security package 


Admittedly, Ngu is concerned for 
Laing's family. The short pauses he 
takes before mentioning the shooting 
and the shaken tone in his otherwise 
forthright voice demonstrate that. 
However, he says his club is prepared 
to handle any similar incidents that 
may try to make their way inside. 
“Our club policy is ‘No ID, no entry,” 
he says. “Everybody gets scanned and 
girls get their bags checked. We have 
two doormen at the back of the club, 
three at the front, metal detectors 
and security roaming the club every 
night... As far as what happened, we 
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didn't do anything wrong.” 

-Ngu says he has been assisting 
the police and media in every way 
possible. He has even gone so far as 
to send out calls for help to many of 
the club's patrons. “We've e-mailed 
150 of our regular clientele,” he says, 
“and asked them to e-mail us back if 
they've heard or seen anything that 
they're afraid to tell police. We're 
not here to fight the media, because 
we can't. We just want everybody to 
know that we're а nightclub that 
doesn't associate with crime'and we 
just want to be treated fairly.” 

Though the following week's 
attendance was, obviously, lower than 
usual, Ngu says that the reputation of 
Cristal Lounge speaks for itself. He 
believes that, in time, his name, as 
well as that of Cristal Lounge, will be 
rebuilt. “Only the people that come to 
this club know its reputation,” he 
says. “We cater to the Eskimos, the 
Trappers, the Drillers and some of the 
Oilers. We don't cater to them 
because we're a bad club; we cater to 
them because we have a reputation of 
taking care of our clientele and mak- 
ing it safe for them.” 


Say Waugh? 


Following such an eye-opening event, 
it's not surprising that people-closely 
linked with Cristal Lounge are shak- 
en. Only 100 of the usual 260 patrons 
of the club were present last Saturday, 
one week after the shooting, an indi- 
cation that it may take a while for 


many to become comfortable again. 

Just like Ngu, Cristal Lounge 
employee James Waugh believes the 
connection between the shooting and 
the club has been blown out of pro- 
portion by the media, pointing to ref- 
erences to incidents at the building 
from five years ago, before it was even 
called Cristal Lounge. “[The media] 
overdoes it,” Waugh says, “and con- 
nects the incident to the ‘Jamaican 
community.’ It makes people scared 
of us, and people were already scared 
of this culture. [Authorities have] been 
coming in and giving us grief over lit- 
Че things, like ‘You don't have this 
door open.' It's just wrong.” 


Radio wordman 


Marlon Wilson, a close friend of 
Laing's family, hosts Urban Hang Suite, 
a late-night Saturday program on the 
university radio station CJSR known 
for its mix of social commentary and 
urban music. “He was a good kid and 
very generous,” Wilson says of Laing. 
"It's an unfortunate situation that he 
had to be the one who got caught.” 
Wilson is disturbed by the violent 
state of Edmonton's youth, but 
believes that blame should not rest 
solely on the shoulders of parents. He 
argues that the community as a whole 
is responsible for raising its children, 


who seem to become more and more . 


violent with each passing year. Hope- 
fully, the community will learn an 
important lesson from Laing's death, 
Wilson says, but it's more likely that 
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calls for morality, non-violence an 
tolerance will fall on deaf ears, 

“It's hard to preach when yo 
have the people who should p 
making the moral decisions basic 
ly doing the same thing," Wii; 
says. “You have President Bush 
who's retaliating against some, 
for attacking the U.S., so how y, 
you going to tell people not to q 
that when they're in pain?" 

The problem, says Wilson, is th 
easy availability of weapons and 
weapon training. How can yoy 
blame individuals for owning gun, 
he asks, when they are so accessible? 
“Moriese got shot in the head from 
across the street," he notes. “No 
ordinary man would be able to 45 
that, unless they've had practice ' 

Wilson, who is Jamaican himself 
is further insulted by the media 
insinuation that the incident is à 
reflection on the Jamaican communi. 
ty, adding that the media has been 
purposely shining a negative light on 
minority groups for years. “If a group 
of preppy white kids have guns and 
shoot up a bunch of other white 
dudes, no one's going to see that as it 
being a gang situation," he says. "it 
would just be a couple of guys who 
shot each other. As soon as there's 
ethnicity brought into it, all of a sud- 
den it becomes a situation that was 
racially motivated by an Asian gang or 
a black gang. The reporters always 
seem to mention where the people are 
from if they're not white. They love to 
point fingers at the minority.” ©

generated since they first signed with 


Chicago-based Victory Records (no 
small feat for an act based in south- 
ern Ontario), it's obvious that 
Grade's approach to heavy music has 
struck a chord with a legion of fans 
on both sides of the border. And the 
band's new effort, Headfirst Straight to 
Hell, should keep them happy. 

“It’s the first time we really were 
given a lot of time to write a 
record," says Bishop. “We had four 
or five months, so the atmosphere 
was less chaotic and crazy. But am I 
totally happy with the record? Га 
have to say no. The recording went 
well, but the mastering was a little 
weak. But as an artist, I'm never sat- 
isfied. I guess that satisfaction is the 
death of desire.” 

Production issues aside, what 
sets Grade apart from other emo 
and punk acts is that even though 
they use a wide range of dynamic 
and instrumental approaches, the 
songs themselves aren't as intricate 
as you might imagine. “The melting 
of dynamics and songwriting is 
important, but translating that to 
the studio isn't always easy,” admits 
Bishop. “But I think that we are able 
to do that. And I agree, every one of 
our songs could be played on 
acoustic guitar if we wanted to.” 


Pyrrhic Victory

Under the Radar, it came as a bit of a 
surprise to industry insiders. After 
all, the band had entertained offers 
from many of the majors after their 
independent releases had shown 
sales spikes of 10,000 to 15,000 
copies. “There was certainly a feed- 
ing frenzy,” says Bishop. “We had а 
choice between the majors and the 
major indie labels. And we decided 
оп the major indie. Victory has ali 
the upside of the major in terms of 
distribution, but it allows us the 
credibility that comes with being 
on an indie.” 

Still, there are some drawbacks; 
unlike Warner or Universal or 
Sony, which have Canada-based 
arms, Victory is a U.S.-only label. 
So in the eyes of our federal gov- 
ernment, the Grade boys might as 
well be an American act. "Certain- 
ly, when it comes to asking for 
help from FACTOR or VideoFACT, 
we get turned down simp!) 
because the record's on an Ameti- 
can label," says Bishop. "Even 
though the band is Canadian and 
the record was made in Canada, wê 
get none of the assistance or sup- 
port from our government tha: 
many other Canadian bands get." 

Canadian label or not, Grade is 
certainly turning more and тоге 
heads north of the 49th. Whether 
you call their sound emo, punk 0! 
metal, it certainly has spawned 
more than enough fans. Guess 
that's what you'd call making (Пе 
Grade... © 


Of course, Canadian music fans know 
Northey as one of the leaders and main 
songwriters of the Odds, but since the 
band amicably went their separate 
ways, Northey has thrown himself 
headfirst into a series of producing, 
soundtracking and songwriting gigs for 
artists ranging from Roseanne Cash to 
contemporary rock acts. 

So this limited-run eight-tune CD 
gives us an idea where Northey's head 
is at the moment. Possibly due to his 
work with the "605 Tower of Power 
funk disciples Sharkskin, Northey's 
definitely steered his work in an R&B 
direction. In fact, the lead track, “Take 
a Hit Off This,” features a snippet of 
Curtis Mayfield talking about the art 
of songwriting. 

There's a laid-back groove to it all, 
an easy listen with pop hooks that 
keep you humming even though 
Northey never hits you over the head 
with them. The gems? The funky, off- 
kilter reggae beat and acoustic guitar 
hook of “Famous Grave” and the 
catchy pop of “Write It in Lightning” 
(the closest thing to an Odds song 
you'll find on this record, even though 
many of the songs feature the work of 
alumni Pat Steward and Doug Elliott).

It's damn near impossible to wade 
into the waters of indie music in west- 
ern Canada without swimming into 
another Neko Case project. From her 
solo releases to her work with Carolyn 
Mark in the Corn Sisters to her contri- 
bution to Vancouver's New Pornogra- 
phers, Case is everywhere these days. 
And that's not a bad thing. 

This latest Case disc, an eight-song 
effort featuring half a dozen covers of 
primarily Canadian numbers and a pair 
of originals, is a short but solid listen. 
Case's voice is in top, throaty, hurtin' 
form, and the lyrics she delivers on 
Canadian Amp are perfect for her 
pared-down approach to instrumenta- 
tion. Sook-Yin Lee's "Knock Loud" falls 
a bit flat, but Neil Young's "Dreaming 
Man" is a knockout, as are Case's cov- 
ers of the public-domain banjo lament 
"Poor Ellen Smith" and Lisa Marr's 
dreamy, creamy “In California"— 
"Another fool playing songs that don't 
matter for people who chatter," Case 
sings, "another suicide on the 405."

Camille Paglia once remarked in an 
interview with Spin magazine, “These 
establishment feminists, these white 
upper-middle-class feminists in New 


York, especially, who think of them- 
selves as so literate, the kind of music 
they like is, like, Suzanne Vega—you 
know, women's music.” To which the 
interviewer, Celia Farber, sympatheti- 
cally replied, “Yuck.” 

That about sums up my reaction to 
Vega's new disc, Songs in Red and Gray. 
When her first album was released, 
Vega frequently got compared to Bob 
Dylan, but how anybody could get 
Vega's clumsy, self-conscious little 
tunes mixed up with the sardonic, 
intricate wordplay of Dylan is beyond 
me. Songs in Red and Grey is cluttered 
with tautologies like “Somewhere, 
their future is still yet to come/In ways 
that are yet as of now unforeseen” 
(that's from the title track) and awk- 
ward lyrics like “We'd dance together 
then/An awkward ballet/She was 20 
years older than | was/But still we did 
play” (“Priscilla”), where Vega com- 
mits the rookie's mistake of unnaturally 
altering the tense of her verbs just so 
the line will end on a rhyme. 

What's more annoying, however, 
is the empty pretentiousness of 
“Soap and Water” (“Soap апа 
water/Wash the year from my 
life/Straighten all that we trampled 
and tore/Heal the cut we call hus- 
band and wife”), the forced whimsy 
of “Machine Ballerina” (“Am | your 
Mad magazine?/Skin trampoline/Pin- 
up pinball machine/Your fantasy girl 
of puzzling parts”) and the pitifully 
"edgy" way Vega whispers the lyrics 
of "If | Were a Weapon" ("If | were a 
weapon/You said I'd be a gun/Lethal 
at close range I guess/With silencer 
and stun”).

At least that's the story she tells 
Dr. Philippa Horwood (Embeth 
Davidtz), the police psychologist 
who debriefs her after she's discov- 
ered, filthy and disoriented, stum- 
bling around the school corridors 
after having been missing for weeks.

Winter is a tyrant, but it's made 
clear that he does maintain order 
quite well and, I mean, come on, 
these guys are convicted criminals. 
Winter's actions are inexcusable, but 
is increased death and destruction 
with virtually no tangible payoff for 
the inmates (quite the opposite, in 
fact, once they're punished for the 
uprising) supposed to be some sort 


of consolation? Irwin, who is shown 
to be a lousy family man born only 
for the soldier's life, willingly dies in 
the end, even after he's accom- 
plished his task, for no other reason 
than to make an already incredibly 
obvious point even clearer.

Perplexing, 
hypnotic, erotic 
Mulholland Drive is 
a masterpiece

ear the beginning of David 
N Lynch's Mulholland Drive, 
Betty (Naomi 

Watts), an endear- 
ingly naïve aspir- 
ing film actress, 
catches her first glimpse 
of Los Angeles after flying from her 
native home of Deep River, Ontario, 
the stars in her eyes matched only 
by the sparkles that gleam off her 
too-tight cranberry cardigan. She’s 
escorted out of LAX by a kindly old 
couple she’s befriended on her flight 
who tell her they look forward to 
“seeing her on the big screen,” and 
then speed off along the palm-lined 
streets in a luxury car wearing 
smiles of crazed yet winsome inno- 
cence (the enraptured smiles of life- 
long movie-lovers). Little does Betty 
know that once her screen time in 
Mulholland Drive is through, her 
“city of dreams,” the industry she 
longs to be part of and those kindly 
grinning faces will have consumed 
her very soul. 

Mulholland Drive is most defi- 
nitely some kind of masterpiece; an 
immensely satisfying fulfillment of 
Lynch's singular vision on par with 
Blue Velvet and an infinitely smarter 
realization of the elliptical night- 
mare world of overlapping identity 
he couldn't quite manifest coher- 
ently in Lost Highway. (This time, 
Lynch invests much more in his 
characters, so when their identities 
suddenly merge it means some- 
thing to us—which is to say we feel 
something meaningful happening.) 
At the risk of sounding conde- 
scending, this is unmistakably 
Lynch's most mature work: still 
quirkily mannered XE never forced

First Mister (the follow-up 


to her Oscar-winning short film 
Lieberman in Love) is 
Harold and Maude 
without the con- 
summation.

for all of My First Mister's merits,

or empty, incredibly sexy while 
never needlessly lounging in the 
lurid. The themes and style are in 
keeping with the Lynch of old, but 
the sobriety and care brought to 
the approach are honed to perfec- 
tion. Like Blue Velvet, Mulholland 
Drive is about the corruption of 
innocence, but the role of the cor- 
rupter has shifted from the dark- 
ness on the edge of quaint, 
small-town America to 
a landscape Lynch 
is no doubt much 
more familiar with 
at this point in his oft- 
tumultuous career: Hollywood. 


Re-educating Rita 


Тһе rigorous dream logic of Mulhol- 
land Drive's narrative is actually most 
in keeping with Lynch's most under- 
appreciated film, Twin Peaks: Fire 
Walk With Me; things eventually 
come full circle, but only really make 
sense on an intuitive level. As with 
the films of Bunuel (Lynch's most 
significant cinematic influence), a 
rational breakdown proves fruitless 
or ploddingly reductive at best. Basi- 
cally, Mulholland Drive is a love story 
in the grip of a mystery fuelled by a 
faceless, soulless empire. Betty finds 
a mysterious dark-haired beauty 
(Laura Elena Harring) showering in 
her aunt's Hollywood condo; the 
woman, having survived a car acci- 
dent, suffers from amnesia so she 
calls herself Rita (as in Hayworth) 
after glancing at a poster for Gilda. 
The two go about playing amateur 
detective (like Jeffrey and Sandy in 
Blue Velvet) trying to uncover Rita's 
lost identity. Meanwhile, a petulant 
director (Justin Theroux) is being 
forced into casting an actress he 
doesn't want in his film by a 
smooth-talking cowboy and several 
peripheral Mafioso-type figures 
(whose scanty screen time are the 
only real casualty of Mulholland 
Drive's transformation from rejected 
television series—ABC Шо! it too

weird—to feature film). 

As things progress, Betty develops 
into a far shrewder young woman 
than she originally appeared (particu- 
larly in a repulsive audition scene). 
Lynch blatantly depicts an industry 
in which beautiful women are 
exploited as a commodity while 
imbuing his own female characters 
with more depth than he has previ- 
ously. Betty and Rita's exhilaration 
with their sleuthing leads to intense 
romantic attraction and Lynch gives 
them the most realistic love scene 
he's ever filmed. After these two have 
made love, things get stranger: they 
attend a eerie late-night theatrical 
performance (for me, the film's hyp- 
notic high point) and receive a key to 
open a tiny blue cube that transports 
them into some sort of parallel reali- 
ty. Yet, although the opening of this 
Pandora's box clearly signifies the 
film's turning point, I believe that it is 
in fact the women's sexual coupling 
(around which Lynch makes visual 
references to Bergman's Persona) that 
is the true agent of Mulholland Drive's 
alchemical identity exchange.

So much is going on here. Lynch 
uses Boren as де like an opiate 


and structures Mulholland Drive in 
such a way that we feel transfixed by 

his languid pacing instead of bored 

Working with cinematographer Peter 
Deming (Lost Highway, From Hell), 
Lynch frames much of the film in 
tight, captivating shots painted in 
sumptuous browns and velvety 
blacks, shadowy pastels and flat- 
tened sunlight. The clue-drenched 
montages of superimposed images 
that bracket the film are absolutely 
breathtaking. As usual, Angelo 
Badalamenti's increasingly austere 
scoring and Lynch's ingenious, rum- 
bling soundscapes also play a pivotal 
role, giving the film a terrifying 
emotional core that subverts its sur- 
face sentimentality. Like the emcee 
in the late-night theatre explains, we 
hear the band playing, their music is 
indescribably moving, but they are 
not actually there: all is cloaked in 
illusion. Mulholland Drive і a fable 
about the illusion of innocence that 
practically demands multiple view- 
ings, and I cannot wait to watch it 
again.

movie so utterly predictable, blatant- 
ly manipulative and cliché-infested 
you'd have to be blind not to see 
where it's going from very early on. 
But then, іп this season of From Hell, 
Session 9 and Mulholland Drive, I sup- 
pose you could be forgiven for crav- 
ing a little warm-hearted schmaltz to 
temper the pervasive dreariness. 

My First Mister is primarily a 
coming-of-age story. Jennifer 
(Leelee Sobieski) is a 
17-year-old high- 
school graduate

of appealing future prospects. Jen- 
nifer feels like an outcast and, as far 
as most of the world is concerned, 
she looks the part perfectly, riddled 
as she is with piercings, swathed іп 
layers of dumpy black clothing and 
obscured by pale makeup and a cur- 
tain of dyed black bangs.

Fixated on the loss of her grand- 
mother, she hangs out in cemeteries 
trying to channel the ghosts of the 
residents and freaks out her mother 
(Carol Kane) with her visions of 
Grandma sitting at the dinner table, 
Like most sensitive teens, Jennifer 
also writes bad poetry and keeps a 
journal (“I like chocolate, it's dark 
and warm, what I imagine a hug 
would be like”), modes of expres- 
sion she keeps to herself until she 
meets the man of her dreams, who 
turns out not to be a member of 
Slipknot but middle-aged and mus- 
tached Albert Brooks!

Jennifer on as an employee and the 
two begin to form an unlikely 
bond.

Ithough the year isn't quite 
[ finished, I'm going to go out 
on a limb and 
declare writer-direc- 
ют Bruce Sweeney's 
Last Wedding to 
зе the absolute worst 
jate movie of 2001—particularly if 
vour date has been your live-in 
romantic partner for a while now, 
doesn't seem to quite understand 
W your needs as of late and has really, 
really been getting on your nerves, 
goddammit. Luckily the movie is 
also absolutely hilarious. A lean, 
ean comedic meditation on long- 
ime relationship disintegration and 
terminal spousal loathing, Last Wed- 
ing is one of the most entertaining 
pieces of strident, soul-blackening 
pessimism I've seen іп a very long 
time—or at least since Neil LaBute's 
similarly-themed and equally nasty 
{if somewhat more contrived) Your 
Friends and Neighbors. 

Last Wedding begins in the thick 
of preparations for the wedding of 
thirtysomething middle-class Van- 
couverites Noah (Benjamin Ratner) 
and Zipporah (Frida Betrani). Noah 
is a tight-lipped waterproofing spe- 
cialist, Zipporah an aspiring country- 
tock singer from an oppressively 
wealthy Jewish background obsessed 
with horses. Having known each 
other only six months, the couple 
encounter a great deal of skepticism 
from their family and friends—espe- 
cially Noah’s two best pals, Peter 
(Tom Scholte) and Shane (Vincent 
Gale), who aren’t even aware that 
Noah is engaged until shortly before 
the wedding. But we soon learn that 
Noah’s tardiness in announcing his 
plans is symptomatic of the same 
pivotal character flaw that will lead 


to problems in his marriage: 

Noah is an information with- 
holder with a deathly fear of 
confrontation. But then, in her 
own Way, so is Zipporah, who 
never even lets Noah listen to 
her music, considers nasty 
screaming matches and bouts of 
physical violence normal behav- 
iour between men and women 
and goes out of her 
way to make 
Noah believe 
she’s doing 
something other 
than watching television and 
eating Doritos all day long. 


Cumming over Cumyn? 


Noah and Zipporah, with their 
horrifying, hilarious, high-speed 
version of marital collapse, are 
Sweeney's anchor in Last Wed- 
ding, which allows him to ease 
in his more complex and sym- 
pathetic characters and flesh out his 
despairing thesis. Shane and Sarah 
(Molly Parker), architects both, are 
torn apart by career jealousy (and 
the talented Parker gives one of her 
best performances by simply being 
allowed to play a normal person for 
once); Peter, a wise-cracking CanLit 
instructor and Leslie (Protection’s 
Nancy Sivak), a quiet librarian, suf- 
fer the stagnancy of their relation- 
ship in mutual silence until Peter 
makes an ass of himself boinking a 
likable but clearly opportunistic stu- 
dent (Waydowntown's Marya 
Delver). In one of the film’s funniest 
scenes, the student absently gives 
Peter a handjob in his office while 
they discuss her Canada Council 
grant proposal and the sorry state of 
contemporary Canadian literature. 
Although he gives more comic 
opportunities to his male charac- 
ters, Sweeney finds a great deal of 
nuance and diversity in all of Last 
Wedding’s victims of love and infat- 
uation. (Many of the members of 
his uniformly excellent cast also

appeared in his previous films, Live 
Bait and Dirty.) Developing the 
story with an improvisational 
approach somewhat akin to that of 
Mike Leigh, Sweeney’s strong suit is 
clearly his ability to capitalize upon 
the uncomfortably recognizable 
behaviour patterns of his charac- 
ters. The wonderfully naturalistic 
flow of Sweeney's scenes, combined 
with Adam Boyd's superb sound 
design, gives each scene in Last 
Wedding the compulsive watchabili- 
ty of a fatal car wreck. Last Wedding 
will make just about anyone feel 
pretty shitty, but how can you 
complain when it's this much fun? 
(And just in case you're skeptical 
about homegrown flicks, its also 
one of the most fiercely confident 
and well-polished Canadian fea- 
tures out there.) ©

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its narrative, On one level, the film 
follows certain, occasionally pre- 
dictable designs modelled on other 
films set in a similar milieu; yet as it 
progresses, it begins to set off sparks 
of insight and morbid wonderment 
heightened by Kurosawa’s brooding, 
simultaneously hallucinatory and 
hyper-lucid atmosphere and haunt- 
ingly austere visuals.

Kiyoshi Kurosawa's dreams 


To call Kurosawa prolific would be an 
understatement—he's already pro- 
duced seven films and a television 
series since Cure's release. He's spent 
much of his over 20-year-long career 
making what basically look like genre 


films (often designed for 
the direct-to-video mar- 
ket) and Cure, a killer 
thriller if you will, is no 
exception. Yet Kurosawa's 
films subvert their surface 
categorizations (Cure 
most closely resembles 
the supernatural killer 
thrillers like God Told Me 
To, even though there's 
nothing particularly 
supernatural about it), 
using genre conventions as a leaping- 
off point for thoughtful meditations 
on complex themes that only lay dor- 
mant in typical genre films. 

Like several interesting films dat- 
ing as far back as 1919's The Cabinet 
of Dr. Caligari (which, incidentally, is 
showing a few days after Cure com- 
pletes its run at Metro Cinema), Cure 
taps into fears of having our con- 
scious will manipulated, or of 
demonic possession. Yet, like an 
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Koji Yakusho: rebel without a Cure

Cure and simple 


This melting plot of established gen- 
res and themes should not be seen as 
merely derivative, however; Kuro- 
sawa has fashioned all this into 
something quite original, I think. !í 
anything, it's characteristic of what 
defines much of the best new Japan- 
ese culture: a willingness to ignore 
the confines of highbrow and low or 
popular art and an ability to refer to 
aspects of popular culture without 
relying on them as a sentimental 
crutch. In any event, Cure is creepy 
stuff, and the conclusion will stick to 
your brain like metaphysical goo. ©

by the manner in which it progress- 
es. The saving grace in all this, how- 
ever, are definitely the emotionally 
raw yet humourous central perform- 
ances by Sobieski and the lovable 
Brooks.

As a director, Lahti would be 
wise to cut the cute shit. The fantasy 
sequences meant to illustrate Jen- 
nifer's worldview are just tacky and 
overstated (especially the extraneous 
close-ups of chunky asses).

Asleep at the wheel 


Muddled chick flick

With Boys, І was 
reminded of a line 
from Doug Curtis's 
stage play Mesa, 
which just finished its 
run last weekend. The 35-year-old 
hero, Paul, is talking to his 93-year-old 
grandfather-in-law Bud about his 
reluctance to abandon his dream of 
becoming a successful writer by set- 
tling down and getting a “real” job. 
Bud is unsympathetic to his plight: 
“When you get married,” he tells Paul 
sternly, “your dreams come second.” 
Bud's is a rigid, self-denying, do-your- 
duty philosophy that may be difficult 
for a lot of people from a younger 
generation to buy into with much 
enthusiasm, but I think one of the 
reasons Riding in Cars With Boys fails 
as a movie is its insistence оп celebrat- 
ing a character who insists on placing 
her dreams above her responsibilities. 
That character is Beverly Donofrio 
(Barrymore), a free-spirited, some- 
what boy-crazy Connecticut teenager 
who fantasizes one day of going to 
NYU and becoming a writer. But she 


is forced to abandon those dreams 


when an impulsive lovemaking ses- 
sion with a local dropout named Ray 
(Steve Zahn) leaves her pregnant at 
the age of 15. It's 1965 and, unable to 
afford (or even locate) a doctor to per- 
form an abortion, Beverly relucantly 
marries the affable but unambitious 
Ray, moves into a crummy house at 
the end of a dead-end street in the 
dumpiest part of town and sets about 
raising her son. But Beverly refuses to 
let her dream of attend- 
ing NYU die; she 
scrimps and saves 
and studies every 
night, never letting her 
young son Jason forget for a moment 
that he's the thing standing in the 
way of her achieving true happiness. 


Boys pollution 


Beverly's experience is probably simi- 
lar to those of a lot of women from 
that era who found themselves "set- 
tling" for motherhood instead of 
pursuing their education, and there's 
probably a moving, tough-minded 
movie to be made about these 
women's lives and what must be 
their complicated emotions toward 
their children and families—but Rid- 
ing in Cars With Boys isn't it. (Mr. and 
Mrs. Bridge successfully evoked some 
of these themes with an older female 
character from an earlier decade.) 
Time and again, director Penny Mar- 
shall deliberately ignores the true 
subject of the scenes and concen- 
trates instead on giving the audience

Cannibal run 


Van Diemen's Land * Showing 
with Midnight Express * Zeidler 
Hall, The Citadel ° Thu, Oct 25, 
7pm * reVUE Local filmmaker Wes 
Miron's short film Van Diemen's 
Land, screening tonight (Thursday) 
along with Alan Parker's Midnight 
Express as part of Metro Cinema's 
Frameworks series, depicts the 
doomed escape of eight Irish con- 
victs from an Australian penal colony 
in 1824, an aimless journey that ulti- 
mately drove the men to cannibalize 
one another in order to survive. 
Substituting southern Alberta's bad- 
lands for the outback, Miron and 
screenwriter Tate Young tell the 
familiar story almost entirely with a 
single character's voice-over and 
images of the men traversing the 
hostile landscape in their malnour- 
ished delirium. 

Van Diemen's Land is impressive- 
ly shot, encompassing something 
of the location's breadth and cap- 
turing a strong contrast of light and 
shadow. As well, the film is nicely 
edited so that the build-up to each 
murder is swift, clean and appropri- 


ately menacing, smartly cutting 
away just on the verge of actual 
bloodshed. Unfortunately the 
choice to use constant narration 
while conveniently eliminating 
some of the troublesome chal- 
lenges of location sound recording, 
seriously limits the actors (including 
local stage performers Randy 
Brososky and Des Parenteau) to a 
lot of long, awkward Quest For Fire- 
style scenes showing them making 
hungry faces and not doing much 
else. The fact that the film is largely 
inactive visually is not the key prob- 
lem, however; the narration itself 
becomes overstated and repetitive 
and would have been better doled 
out in smaller portions since there 
isn't time for much in the way of 
real character development anyway. 
(Not to mention the fact that 
Young seems to be trying to create 
a sense of suspense regarding the 
narrator's reluctance to eat his pals 
when the very fact that he's narrat- 
ing tells us from the start that he 
eventually partakes.) 

A few notable blunders in terms 
of verisimilitude (check out the 
close-ups of 19th-century Birken- 
stocks or the remarkably clean prison 
garb) are ultimately pretty forgivable 
given the context, though. Van 
Diemen's Land is an admirable 
accomplishment in that Miron and 
his group of young cohorts have 
made a surprisingly slick- looking lit- 
tle film with the most minimal of 
resources and under relatively unusu- 
al conditions, which is certainly not 
something one can say about every 
debut short out there. € 
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some cheap laughs or some 
cheap tears—almost every 
scene ends with either a sit- 
com-style gag or a mawkish, 
melodramatic image. 

The film was based on a 
true story—the real-life Bev- 
erly Donofrio finally did get 
off the welfare rolls and 
publish a memoir about her 
life—but Marshall’s 
approach makes every scene 
feel phony and every emo- 
tion smoothed out and 
oversimplified. At one 
point, a character tells off 
Beverly for her selfish habit 
of always seeing everything 
from her point of view 
alone, but the movie is 
guilty of the same sin; none 
of the characters exists 
except in relation to Beverly and 
whether they're giving her support 
or standing in the way of her dream. 
(Steve Zahn, as usual, gives the best 
performance in the film as the con- 
genitally irresponsible Ray, who gets 
kicked out of the house after Beverly 
discovers he's spent all their savings 
on heroin. We learn that Ray eventu- 
ally remarries, to a woman played by 
Rosie Perez, and the thought of a 
union between stoner Zahn and 
speed-freak Perez is the funniest 
thing in the movie.) 


Enthusiastic reception 


Barrymore, meanwhile, simply 
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seems stymied by the task of having 
to play an unsympathetic character 
(Although, again, one of the things 
wrong with the movie is that's it's 
not sure if Beverly really is unsympa- 
thetic.) But praise is due to produc- 
tion designer Teresa Carriker-Thayer, 
whose sets have the texture that 
Morgan Upton Ward's sketchy script 
lacks; at the pregnant Beverly's 
gloomy, thrown-together wedding 
reception, for instance, even the dec- 
orations seem to be putting on a 
brave face—Ward's dialogue only 
repeats, less eloquently, what the set 
has already told us. 

Beverly Donofrio is listed as 
one of the producers of Riding in 
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Cry-baby: Steve Zahn and Drew Barrymore don't take Riding in Cars With Boys very far 


Cars With Boys, and I wonder what 
she thinks when she looks at the 
final product. Does she see any of 
the truth about herself reflected in 
this Hollywood version of her life? 
Or does Donofrio watch the sceneg, 
in which Barrymore is shown read-

Secret honor 


Every element of Mark Andrus's 
script is risibly contrived and overly 
convenient from start to finish: Dad 
just happens to live next door to 
Sam's well-telegraphed love interest;

meddling neighbour (whom Sam 
can eventually blackmail); Sam's 
stepfather just happens to be an ass- 
hole, making it easy for his Mom 
(Kristin Scott Thomas) to fall back in 
love with George... the list goes on.

themes.) Yet these touches of aesthet- 
ic pandemonium suit the tone so per- 
fectly that the film's sloppier aspects 
have a kind of punk rock integrity. 

If there are any real stars in 
Caligari, they're the film's astound- 
ingly inventive designers Walter 
Rohrig, Hermann Warm and Walter 
Reimann. Their buildings careen 
inward, blocking out the sky like 
an industrial urban nightmare, 
their clerks and police officers sit 
atop ridiculously high stools which 
impose a societal hierarchy, their 
windows resemble broken shards, 
their stairways and streets dart out 
at impossible angles and, most star- 
tlingly, the light and shadows are 
painted directly on the sets, But 
while Caligari's enormous influence 
can be seen in all sorts of filmmak- 
ing styles that sprang up in its 
wake (e.g., the stylized use of shad- 
ows in American film noir, or the 
demented characterizations in sev-

Can't Grot the 
music 


In conjunction with 
Workshop West The- 
atre's KaBoom! Festi- 
val, The Cabinet of Dr. 
Caligari will be 
screened this week- 
end with a live score 
entitled Songs for 
Caligari composed 
by local composer 
/actor/musician/play- 
wright Dave Clarke. 
No artist could be 
more perfectly suited 
to this project than 
Clarke, the mad scientist of Edmon- 
ton theatre probably most famous 
for his demented Dr. Grot character. 
Songs for Caligari is an old pet proj- 
ect of his, originally inspired by 
having seen the Cure perform a live 
score to EW. Murnau's Nosferatu in 
the early '80s. 

“I thought it could just be a 
standard soundtrack that could just 
be glued to the film," explains 
Clarke, “but when I watched it 
again І thought, “Хо way, it's too 
freaky.’” Clarke found himself pro- 
ducing a very personal response to 
the film, using elements of widely 
varied musical styles (including trip 
hop) and writing actual songs, with 
three singers assuming the roles of 
different characters. 

"At first I wrote fairly conven- 
tional rhyming lyrics, but again I 
thought the weirdness of the film 
just didn't support it," says Clarke. 
"I eventually ended up employing 
the old Brion Gysin/William Bur- 
roughs cut-up technique to random- 
ly rearrange the lyrics, I've tried to 
reflect the strange dualities of the 
characters—like Jane, who for most 
of the film seems like your basic pas- 
sive female love interest, but in the 
narrative framing device she's a 
catatonic loony who thinks she's a 
queen. So the lyrics to her songs are 
pretty fragmented and insane."

Aside from the singing, Clarke fills 
out the score with samples, key- 
boards and, much to my excite- 
ment, the unique, eerie drone of his 
homemade theremin. Essentially 
the world's first electronic musical 
instrument, the theremin (which, 
incidentally, was being developed 
by Russian engineer Leo Theremin 
the same year Caligari was made) 
produces a tremulous sound whose 
pitch and volume is controlled by 
the distance between two antennae 
and the player's hands. I had never

seen a theremin before, but having 
read about the strange method by 
which it's played and having heard 
its distinctive sound in several oid 
horror and sci-fi flicks, I imagined 
something a little more imposing in 
appearance than the birdhouse full 
of wires and metal Clarke showed 
me in his rehearsal space. Yet 
watching Clarke play the thing is 
truly a spectacle unto itself. The 
theremin requires a highly 
nuanced, intuitive approach, and a: 
he plays it, Clarke looks as though 
he's either helping a car back into à 
microscopic parking space or direct- 
ing traffic in an ant farm, his odd 
gestures mirroring those of the 
actors onscreen. 

Watching Caligari accompanied 
by Clarke's Songs last February at 
Workshop West's Kaboom! festival 
was in fact an entirely new experi- 
ence. The costumed singers stand 
along the edge of the screen like a 
Sears portrait of the Addams Family, 
singing lines like "I burst a fiery 
boil," whispering creepily or occe- 
sionally letting out a harrowing 
wail. АП three singers were mar- 
velous, with Onalea Gilbertson 
(who sometimes sounded a bit like 
Lisa Germano) in particular evoking 
a wide range of emotional and psy- 
chological drama. 

Whether you've seen The Cabi- 
net of Dr. Caligari before ог not, | 
urge you to experience it in this 
context. This is not your film stud- 
ies class. Songs for Caligari is an 
inspired siren song that leads you 
to the jagged rocks of madness 
with beautiful cries of terror and 
the lulling undertones of progres- 
sive electronica. @

Watermelon Girls 
writer explores 
unsolved crime in 
Blood Oranges 


t may not have been the Crime of 
I Century, but the mysterious 

death in April of 1876 of London 
barrister Charles Bravo 
is one of those sinis- 
ter puzzles that 
continues to fasci- 
nate true-crime buffs 
even today. The website www.mur- 
deruk.com, for instance, refers to it 
as "one of the great unsolved murder 
cases of the last 200 years," Agatha 
Christie (who even tried working out 
her own solution to the mystery) 
called it “опе of the most mysterious 
poisoning cases ever recorded" and 
local playwright Trevor Schmidt (The 
Watermelon Girls) found himself 
falling under its spell as well after 
reading about it in a book he came 
across in a secondhand bookstore— 
so much so that he's written a play 
about it. Entitled Blood Oranges, 
the script doesn't attempt to solve 
the case so much as try out as many 
explanations for Bravo's death as 
possible. “Те had to be one of three 
suspects," Schmidt says when I ask 
him what he found so captivating 


about the story. "It's not one of ` 


those cases where it could have been

anybody. These three were the only 
ones who had the access and the 
motive—and they're all incredibly 
interesting characters in and of 
themselves. They're almost like 
Colonel Mustard, Miss Scarlett anc

case. On April 18, Bravo had dinner 
with his wife Florence (a beautiful, 
young, wealthy widow whose 
promiscuous sexual history was more 
or less an open secret in 
London society) and 
her friend before 
retiring to bed. 
Shortly thereafter, he 
burst out of his room, deathly ill and 
shouting for someone to bring him a 
drink of water, before falling into a 
heap on the floor. Three days later he 
Was dead—an autopsy revealed the 
cause was antimony poisoning.

Suspicion of murder alighted vari- ` 


ously on Florence, her secret lover 
James Gully (a noted physician and 
an intimate of pioneering nutrition- 
ist William Kellogg—as well as a 
man much older than Florence) and 
Florence's mysterious, black-clad 
companion Mrs. Jane Cox. However, 
a-strong enough case could not be 
brought against any of them to justi- 
fy a trial. “They knew it was murder. 
They knew he was poisoned,” says 
Schmidt. “But of course, at the

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inquest, they all pointed their finger 
at the other two and so no one was 
ever tried for it. And the interesting 
thing is, the entire last chapter of 
the book I have says, ‘This is who we 
think is obviously who did it,’ and it 
makes perfect sense. But I also have 
another book which explains it all 
out and makes complete sense... for 
an entirely different suspect. So that 
really interested me, that it really 
could have been any one of them 
And the play really doesn't try to 
solve which one it was.” 

Instead, Schmidt has taken a 
much more unconventional 
approach to the material, one that 
owes more to Jean Genet's The Maids 
than The Murder of Roger Ackroyd. 
Blood Oranges takes place in an unde- 
fined setting, almost a limbo, where 
the three suspects—Florence (April 
Banigan), Gully (David Mann) and 
Mrs. Cox (Coralie Cairns)—unable to 
move on into the next phase of the 


afterlife, pass the time by re-enacting. 
the events of April 1876, hoping to - 


trick or cajole the guilty party into 
confessing their crime so that all 
three of them can be released. 

"But, as with any set of actors," 
Schmidt says, "they've gotten into a 
bit of a rut. What started out as a rit- 
ual has become a bit of a routine, 
and they're not even sure if what 
they're re-enacting is the way it was. 
And on this particular evening, a 
wild card gets thrown in. A young 
man appears in their play as the 
husband. And he has information

Blood Oranges grew out of Northern 
Light Theatre artistic director Sand- 
hano Schultze’s desire to build on the 
popularity of NLT's annual creepfest, 
the Urban Tales reading series, by stag- 
ing a full-length play in the horror 
genre. Schmidt was a natural choice 
to lead off what Schultze says will be 
at least a three-year commitment to 
producing new horror scripts; 
Schmidt's contributions to Urban 
Tales —especially 1999's "Ride," a 
wits-warping monologue about a 
female hitchhiker getting more and 
more creeped out by the guy giving 
her a ride—have always been among 
the highlights of each event. 


Urban Tales has allowed Schmidt 


a great outlet for his talent at weav- 
ing claustrophobic tales of psycho- 
logical horror; it's the ideas people 
come up with on their that frighten 
him, not monsters from beyond 
“What's creepy [about the setting of 
Blood Oranges]," he says, “is that it’s 
a time when people were so 


repressed in their morality and sex 
ality that by the time it reached the 
point where it had to explode, it 
exploded big. It was always some- 
how a violent act of passion... And 
in this case, one of these people 
took the secret of what they had 
done to their graves.” ©

Circa is cabaret. It is also dance hall. And, it is dance film. At its centre, however, Circa is а ritu- 


al danced by two vulnerable souls. 


Noam Gagnon and Dana Gingras are the creators and performers of this very mesmerizing 
work. They are Holy Body Tattoo. You may remember their performance of Our Brief Eternity here 
several years ago. With these two works this duo has traveled the world and established themselves 


as very fine dance artists. 


Circa has many collaborators. The incredible film that reveals itself from behind red velvet is by 
award-winning William Morrison. The light design is by the very fine Marc Parent. The music 
is by the infamous British ensemble The Tiger Lilies. With these collaborators, the Tattoers are the 
core and heart of the work. Everything revolves around them. Circa is big theatre, but it involves 
you in a subtle disarming way. As a dance curator, I ask myself, why does this happen? 


I know that the answer is іп the story of the body. Іп Circa, Noam and Dana reveal a nakedness 
that has nothing to do with the skin. It is much deeper than that. Their dancing may be abcut 
desire, but it exposes itself through desire. The dance is real and it is danced in the here and now. 


The body is a powerful tool of communication. In dance, no linear story is told, the body 


speaks of its aliveness in the moment. Movements and phrases of dance speak a certain reality or 
theme when all of the elements come together as a strong unified force. The dance and the danc- 
ing are inseparable and beautiful in this unity. We are aware when this happens, and yet it often 
times seems impossible to explain. My feeling is that when the dance is placed deep in the body 
and superficiality is no longer an issue, the dancing is the dance, and the dance is happening as we 
witness it. 


This describes the process of Circa. All of the elements work: Dana and Noam inhabit their 
dance апа it speaks to us. How remarkable that they do this in а form that could so easily be senti- 
mental or even tacky. The dancehall, the movie theatre and the cabaret are brought into a clear con- 
temporary context in Circa. Audiences all over Europe and North America have responded and Circa 
has become a hit. The dance these dancers are dancing is centered in a beautiful integration of the 
living body, the image and the music. i

The Hobbit * Arts Barns + To Nov 
11 е reVUE J.R.R. Tolkien's beloved 
,novel The Hobbit is the tale of a 
three-foot-tall creature named Bilbo 
Baggins who, along with а wizard 
(whose staff is capable of emitting 
powerful beams of magical lightning) 
and 12 dwarves, travels thousands of 
miles through forests and caves to 
battle а gigantic, fire-breathing drag- 
on. Along the way, our heroes 
encounter three dimwitted trolls and 
get trapped in the webs of some 
giant spiders, only to be rescued by a 
talking eagle, also giant. They are

imprisoned by an army of goblins 
and once again by a tribe of wood- 
elves, escaping the second time by 
hiding in wine barrels and riding 
them down an underground river. 
Oh yes, and the hero also comes into 
possession of a magical ring that 
makes him invisible whenever he slips 
it onto his finger. 

All of which means The Hobbit is 
-a story that’s spectacularly ill-suited 
to being adapted for the stage. The 
team at Fringe Theatre Adventures 
have obviously poured a lot of 
money and ingenuity into this pro- 
duction (a narration-heavy adapta- 
tion by Kim Selody), but the scenes 
never quite come together and form 
a play; they always feel more like a 
series of staging challenges for the 
director, Darryl Lindenbach, and the 
designers, Randall and David Fraser, 
to overcome. Many of their solutions 
are ingenious—on opening night, 
there was justified applause for the 
cute way the show handles the 
winebarrel escape—but the audi- 
ence is always aware of them as hur- 
dies the crew has overcome. The

show doesn't transport you into 
another world; most of the time, 
your imagination stays right there in 
the theatre. 

That's not to say that plenty of 
the individual staging touches aren't 
enjoyable. The Hobbit contains some 
of the best design work I’ve seen 
Randall Fraser do—l especially liked 
his spindly-legged spider outfits as 
well as the startling costumes he's 
come up with for the three easily 
confused trolls who Bilbo almost gets 
eaten by until Gandalf intervenes. 
(Their abnormally long forearms are 
reminiscent of that weird tuxedoed 
guy Terry Jones plays in the “Spot the 
Fish” segment of Monty Python's The 
Meaning of Life.) 

However, the most effective 
scene is the one that relies least of 
all on costumes or special effects— 
namely, Bilbo's high-stakes riddle 
match with the demented Gollum 
(David Thomson). Thomson has to 
play the part with a'mask over his 
face and two glowing eyes the size 
of dinner plates sticking out of his 


` head, but he captures Gollum's

voice so perfectly (I love the 
unwholesome way his tongue keeps 
catching on the esses at the end of 
every plural he says) that he con- 
tributes the most memorable char- 
acterization of the entire play. 

But there’s no getting away from 
the fact that (һеге5 по real, urgent 
reason to do a stage version of The 
Hobbit—or at least, to do the one 
Kim Selody wrote.

is warm-hearted, hilarious and 
ery moving two-character play with 
her wild exaggerations, her fanciful 
ense of humour and especially her 
llair for melodrama. (Almost every 
ine of Nana's dialogue in the pub- 
lished version of the play ends with 
n exclamation point—not because 
the character is strident, but because 
verything she says comes bursting 
0 forcefully out of her imagination.)

Pearson is flat-out wonderful in the

is funny in and of herself. There’s a 
moment early in the play where she 
tells her son why imagination can be 
an asset: “It can help a person avoid a 
lot of trouble!” she says. “I'd rather 
imagine the worst and be relieved 
than imagine nothing and be sur- 
prised when trouble strikes!” The line 
gets a huge laugh, partly because of 
how cockeyed the logic behind it is, 
and partly because Pearson delivers it 
as if it made all the sense in the 
world—she'd rather be 

in an imaginative 

frenzy than a dull 

state of content- 
ment. And Page's under- 
stated performance makes it clear 
that, as frustrating as Nana is to be 
around at times, he prefers frenzy 
too. (When Page gently chides her for 
her wild flights of exaggeration, Nana 
says, "You'd think I was boring if I 
didn't exaggerate"—Aand she's right. 
In some of their scenes, the pair set 
up each other’s one-liners like a veter- 
an comedy team: “If your friends told 
you it was fun to put your neck 
through the wringer,” an exasperated 
Pearson tells the 10-year-old Page, “I 
suppose you'd believe them!” to 
which Page immediately replies, 
“Maybe it is fun to put your neck 
through the wringer!”) 

But Pearson’s performance has 
other dimensions to it as well. For 
instance, she beautifully handles a 
long speech in which Nana starts 
imagining what life is like for the 
actresses she sees on TV when they're 
not playing their roles; the speech 
becomes more and more profound 
and mysterious the more questions 
Nana asks, and Pearson’s delivery is all 
the more effective because of the way 
she makes it seem as though those 
questions (and all the implications of 
the possible answers) are occurring to 
Nana for the very first time. 


Seeing things 


For the Pleasure of Seeing Her Again is 
usually described simply as a love let- 
ter from Tremblay to his mother, 
who died before he achieved his 
incredible success writing for the 
stage. But when Pearson talks about
